WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—One of the 
most delicate questions that has arisen 
as a consequence of the great Eu- 
ropean war relates to the status of 
foreign-born sailors on American 
Ships, who either have become nat- 
uralized American citizens or have ta- 


led to an exchange of views between 


the State Department and British of- 
ficials and at present an active vorre- 
spondence is in progress in the effort 
to secure a clear understanding as to 
the exemption from arrest of such 
sailors when they are carried to Brit- 
ish ports in the ordinary voyage of 
their ships. 
One of the cases arose in Halifax, 
N. &., where a sailor of German birth, 
who had taken out preliminary pa- 
pers, went ashore from an American 
ship and was arrested by the Cana- 
Gian authorities. The American Con- 
sul promptly intervened and secured 
the release of the sailor. More re- 
cently in the Far East sailors of Ger- 
man birth, who had “declared their 
intention” to ome American citi- 
zens, were taken off American ships 
in British ports under the claim that 
they were reservists. These men were 
subsequently released, but warned not 
to return under penalty of being ar- 
rested. 

The State Department is under- 
stood to take the position that where 


from arrest, in view of the fact that 
Great Britain has recognized the right 
of naturalization in her treatiés with 
the United States. In cases where the 
sailor has taken only the preliminary 
steps toward naturalization he will be 
protected on the high seas certai:.ly 
and probably even in a British port, 
providing he does not land from the 
ship.

TUDY TACTICS 
OF RUSSIANS. 


GERMANS SAY THEY EMPLOY 
MODERN METHODS. 


Cossacks Found to be of Little 
Use in Fighting, While Shooting of 
Infantry is Generally Ineffective. 
Officers Leave an Unfavorable 
Impression. 


[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 
BERLIN, Sept. 14—Now that the 
Germans have succeeded in clearing 
East Prussia of the Russians, German 
army officers are giving their views 
as to the fighting qualities of the Rus- 
sian Emperor's soldiers and officers. 
This East Prussian campaign is the 
most remarkable on record for the 
number of prisoners taken in such 
short time dnd in field fighting. In 
less than three weeks, according to 
official statements, Gen. Von Hinden- 
burg made prisoners of nearly 150,000 
Russians. e 
The first surprise the Russians gave 
the Germans was the aggressive way 
in which they pushed this campaign. 
It has been supposed here that thev 
would occupy strong defensive posi- 
tions behind the Vistula and other 
streams and await the attack of the 
Germans and Austrians. Instead, 
however, they pushed into East Prus- 
sia in great numbers at a very early 
stage of the war and they are still 
moving forward in Galicia. From this 
fact it is inferred here that Russia's 
mobilization was very far advanced 
and other preparations for war begun 
long before the Petrograd govern- 
ment admitted that even one soldier 
had been connected to the colors. The 
next surprise was that the Russian 
generals no longer send their troops 
into battle in close formation, as in 
previous wars, but have modernized 
their tactics and try to utilize all the 
tactics of the Germans. Shooting of 
the infantry, however, was found t 
be still very ineffective. 

With the field artillery the case is 
quite different. Its firing is remark- 
ably good. The accurate Russian 
gunnery was considerably neutralized, 
however, by the large proportion of 
shells which failed to explode. This 
origin and development of rumors of 
the enemy’s defects has been an in- 
teresting study of war.

| AS A REFUGE 
FOR WILD FOWL. 


ROCKEFELLER FOUNDATION SE- 
CURES LARGE TRACT. 


Two Hundred and Twenty-five 
Thousand Dollars Invested in 
Louisiana Real Estate to Protect 
the Feathery Tribe from Brutal 
Attacks of Man. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—-For the pur- 
pose of establishing another wild fowl 
refuge on the northern shore of the 
Gulf of Mexico the Rockefeller 
foundation has purchased the Grand 
Chenier tract, containing 85,000 acres 
in the parishes of Cameron and Ver- 
million, La., at a cost of approximate- 
ly $225,000. An announcement to 
this effect was made today by the sec- 
retary of the foundation upon its exe- 
cution of a deed placing the land for 
an initial term of five years unter 
the protection of the Louisiana Con- 
servative Commission. 
sion, on its side, has formally accept- 
ed the tract and has undertaken to 
protect it by game wardens. 

This purchase, the arrangements for 
which have consumed more than a 
year and a half, is another step in 
the programme to establish through- 
out the winter feeding and resting- 
grounds for birds, and along their 
migration routes suitable preserves, 
where they can be protected at all 
times of the year and be safe from 
persecution. 

The Grand Chenter tract is full of 
shallow ponds, lakes and bayous, 
abounding in cover for the protection 
of birds against storms. It produces 
an enormous quantity of natural food, 
sufficient to provide for the vast nittm- 
ber of birds from the North which 
winter along the Gulf Coast. 

‘The great tract purchased by the 
Rockefeller foundation is an integral 
part of the “wild-life preserve sys- 
tem,”’ for which persons interested in 
the welfare of the birds havé been 
working for years. It is only a few. 
miles from Marsh Island, purchasea 
by Mrs. Russell Sage for a bird ref- 
uge, at a cost of about $150,000. 
Marsh Island was for many years the 
greatest slaughtering ground for 
ducks in North America. The Grand 
Chenier tract and Marsh Island are 
a part of a preserve of 600 square 
miles, with a frontage of seventy-five 
miles on the Gulf Coast, which it is 
proposed to acquire. Included. in this 
preserve will be the 60,000 acres pre- 
viously dedicated to wild-life pre-

REPORTED DISABLED

SEATTLE (Wash.) Oct. %.—The 
Blue Funnel liner Talthybius, in port 
from the Orient, brings details of the 
disabling of the German auxiliary 
cruiser Princess Alice by the British 
auxiliary cruiser Empress of Russia, 
formerly a Canadian Pacific liner, off 
the Philippines early in September, as 
already briefly cabled.

BANK’S SURPLUS INOREASED, 
SAYS M. RIBOT. 


Declares Big Financial Institution 
Now has More Cash Than on Eve 
of the War and that Government 
at Present has no Need of Making 
a New Loan.

PARIS, Oct. 3, 56 p.m—M. .Ribot, 
France's Minister of Finance, gives an 
interview to the Temps on the situa- 
tion in the Bank of France. He says 
that on October 1 the bank had $812,- 
400,000 in cash, which was $63,800,- 
000 more than it had on the eve of 
the war. | 

“Loans and discounts,” the Minister 
of Finance said, “are $895,200,000, 
an increase during the last week of 
$17,600,000. 

“The advances made to the gov- 
ernment on October 1, after two 
months of the war, reached $420,000,- 
000. The credit balance on the same 
date in the Treasury was $59,200,000, 


and therefore we are far from having 
exhausted the amount provided by 
our convention with the bank. Be- 
sides we have just renewed the con- 
vention to assure the resources neces- 
sary in case the war should be pro- 
longed beyond the date now fore- 
seen. 

“The tetal bank bills in circulation 
October 1 was $1,845,800,000, this be- 
ing $37,400,000 less than the preced- 
ing week. This is explained by an 
increase in the deposita which on Oc- 
tober 1 reached $435,400,000, an in- 
crease of $41,800,000 over the pre- 
ceding week, and it can be seen that 
France is far from having exhausted 
her reserves, and that when the hour 


new loan which at present is unneces- 
sary.” 

Discussing the projected reopening 
of the Paris Bourse, M. Ribot said: 

“I think there is an interest in do- 
ing so without delay, but it is neces- 
sary to take into consideration that 
the exchanges in London and New 
York still remain closed. There is 
no hurry anywhere to give too great 
facilities for the negotiation of for- 
elgn securities in the fear of seeing 
money go abroad, and if the Bourse 
reopened we would have to take pre- 
cautions in this direction. 

“In any case,”’ the Finance Minister 
added, “a resumption of negotiations 
on the Bourse would necessitate the 
liquidation of operations made before 
the wer, and this could not be done 
without certain advances to the 
market. I am trying myself to put 
into shape measures that may soon 
be applied. 

“Above all,”” said M. Ribot in con- 
clusion, “have confidence and preach 
confidence. We have the best reasons 
for being optimistic and if optimism 
is a virtue in times of great crisis 
we have nog much difficulty in prac- 
ticing it at this time.”

3 closed last midnight with a cer- 
tain total enrollment of about 300,000. 
Final returns from deputy registrars 
in the city and country districts will 
bring the grand total slightly over 
that mark, according to Registrar Mc- 
Aleer. 

Up to 7 o'clock last night, the total 
registrations that had been tabulatéd 
in the county reached 290,697. Reg- 
istrar McAleer estimated that at least

The returns show more than two 
Republicans to one “Progressive” in 
the city and county.

‘COST. OF REPAIR WORK. 


Comparative Figures on Fload Damage Show Unequal 
Burden—Five and Half Millions Expense to Land- 
owners of Last Winter's High W ater—Adds Emphasis 
to Appeals for Temporary Relief. | 


URING the past summer public 
Dana quasi-public bodies have ex- 

pended more than $2,000,000 in 
this country to repair damage caused 
by the floods of January and Febru- 
ary. Of this total, the railroads’ ex- 
penditure has been $1,450,000, most 
of it for bridge work of a more or 
less permanent character. 

In a report submitted to the Board 
of Supervisors by the County Board 
of Flood Control Engineers, it was 
estimated that physical damage to the 
amount of $7,600,000 resulted from 
the flood-ravages of the winter. Com- 


pare this estimate with the amount 
expended by public or quasi-public 
bodies and the inference is about 
$5,600,000 of the damage sustained 
fell upon the shoulders of private 
persone. 

Consequently, the varied pleas now 
being made for flood-protection that 
will be efficacious the coming winter 
take on the added appeal of incon- 
trovertible figures—figures that show 
that. the pinch of pocketbooks that 
came when the waters hurled them- 
selves out of the mountains to take 
their devastating ways across country 
Was not an impersonal, but a very 
personal hurt. In the cases of the 
country, municipalities, public utili- 
ties and railroads, the burden has 
been shared so equally as to be an 
impersonal burden. 

Through the Board of Flood Con- 
trol Engimeers, with the backing of 
the Los Angeles County Flood Con- 
trol Association, a body admittedly 
representative, has taken a stand for 
a comprehensive, not a plecemeal., 
solving of tlood problems, members of 
this board express regret that some- 
thing cannot now be done to protect 
all against possiblé damage the com- 
ing winter. 

SOME WORK DONE. 


Nevertheless some things have been 
done and more will possibly be done 
before winter to provide partial 
specifics against flood damage. The 
railroads, in replacing bridges they 
lost or that were damaged beyond 
repair, have generally erected per- 
manent structures, the kind high 
abwve stream bed and with spans of 
sufficient width so that there is no 
chance of the stream choking itself 
with debris at high water, as is the 
case with pile bridges. 

The expenditure of the Pacific Blec- 
tric alone has been $996,000 on bridge 
work and track repairs. Where pos- 
sible, tracks that were damaged have 
been lifted to a greater height than 
formerly above the surrounding 
country. Also concrete blanket pro- 
tection has been put in along stream 
beds where they approach tracks or 
are spanned by a bridge. 

Here in Los Angeles the Santa Fe 
has expended approximately $51,000 
for riprapping near the Aliso-street 
bridge. This riprapping has been put 
in to be permanent.. The same com- 
pany hag also spot about $14,000 
in concrete-blanket protection for the 
banks of the San Gabriel river, near 
Butler, and in the construction of a 
750-foot earth’ dike. The Santa Fe 
cid this work-~to protect: itself, but 


the protective influence will extend | 
to others through the stabilizing of 
stream channels. 

STATE STEPS IN. 

Near the Foster highway bridge on 
the Whittier line of the Pacific Elec- 
tric there is a close-pile bridge, that 
has in the past acted as a dam to 
the Rio Hondo River during flood 
Through the officers of the 
State Pajlroad Commission it is be- 
Iteved that the way has been pre- 
pared fur the remedying of conditions 
by the Pacific Electric. The matter 
came before the commission on _ in- 
formal complaint by various residents 
and organizations in the -Downey- 
Rivera district.

One of the most endangered lo- 
ealities in that district is the Eaton 
Canyon wash between the Pacific 
Hiectric bridge below the Chapman 
rarich. including the famed Michil- 
linda site, and the Melville-avenue 
bridge om the county road. In this 
district ‘is property valued at from 
$2000. to $3900 an acre. which is ab- 
solutely unprotected, according to the 
owners, This is due in part to the 
filling in of etream channels. In places 
the channels run on ridges above the 
country. 

The Easton Wash Protective Asso- 
ciation has expended $4000 to date 
for protection, but the work is now 
at a standstilfl, due to the definite 
statement of the Board of Supervisors 
that ghere will be no reimbursements 
for temporary work by any organiza- 
tions. 

Speaking of the situation, A. L. Em- 
berson, president of the Easton Wash 
association, stated that the people of 
his district favor anything that will 
provide them with relief the coming 
winter and that they do so knowing 
full well that the relief will be tem- 
porary and that the money expended 
will be for ephemeral earthworks and 
in a sense will be wasted. Put, as he 
pointed out, the man with small 
holding—his all in the world—is not 
prone to figure in impersonal units, 
but in very personal units. He wants 
protection that will protect his invest- 
ment and wants it right away. 

MANY PROBLEMS. 

As a counter to this, J. W, Reagan, 
a member of the Country Board of 
Flood Control Engineers, remarked 
yesterday that good and sufficient rea- 
sons had forced the Board of Super- 
visors and the engineers to a dispas- 
sionate treatment of the problem of 
control. 

“Stream beds must De made into 
ditches,” he said, “outfall ditches to 
the ocean. This involved many prob- 


lems. The essence of time also enters 


into the matter, for it is a palpable: 
impossibility for hundreds of miles of 
watercourses to be picked up and 
iraned out, in conformance with the 
best engineering practices, in short 
order.” 

Starting at the beginning, the 
county faees a $10,000,000 expendi- 
ture, with the machinery for securing 
this money badly in need of repairs. 
Necessarily State and national aid will 
be asked, for the problem in its larg- 
est significance is ome that both af- 
fects the prosperity of the State and 
the nation, the because  fiocod 
water fills the harbor with silt and 
negatives much of the work of th 
government. 

But to get either State or national 
aid there must be assurances that the 
solutions proposed for our flood prob- 
lems will solve affirmatively; in other 
words, will not be makeshifts. It ! 
Permanent solutions that the engin- 
eers are seeking. Also, as Mr. Rea- 
gan pointed out, a preliminary to get- 
ting aid is the definite settling of the 
manner in which it will be handled 
legally. There are two alternatives: 
Either erect the county into a mam- 
moth protection district, or clear the 
boards of present protection districts 
and make new ones, abolishing arbi- 
trary lines, and relating like to like 
on a basis of community dangers. 

In the case of the Sacramento Val- 
ley work, there was a special enact- 
ment of the Legislature to permit that 
which, under the then existent laws, 
would amount to an anbitrary fixing 
of protection district boundaries. Some 
similar enactment may be asked of 
the Legislature for use in connection 
with this county’s work. 

Incidentally, this enactment would 
probably provide the condemnation 
powers which this county so badly 
needs to handle an undertaking affect- 
ing thousands of acres of land, and 
involving in some cases the carrying 
of streams miles away from present 
channels. Needless to say, many per- 
sons will object to being handed a 
river for their front yard. Unless the 
county can compel them to accept’the 
gift, through its rights of eminent do- 
main, legal tangles would ensue which 
might tie up work for years: 

Furthermore, Los Angeles county 
has no official stream channels. The 
Rio Hondo and the San Gabriel Riv- 
ers from the mountains to the sea be- 
loug to the persons whose lands they 
bisect; they are public utilities of 
about the claas of the railroads. Con- 
sequentiy, the county cannot say to a 
man, “You agree to give us one acre 
for stream-straightening and we will 
give you the five acres that will be 
created by taking the kinks out of the 
stream,” for, as Mr. Reagan pointed 
out, the salvage will belong to the 
land owners. Therefore, when the 
county begins flood-control work it 
will. begin to manipulate streams to 
which there is not even a shadow of 
public ownership. This means that 
the county has need of condemnation 
powers of the highest potency.

JAPAN'S STATUS 
IS DEFINED. 


Tokio Government to Fight 
to a Finish. 


Vital Principle of Modern 
Civilization Involved. 


i, 


Unevenness of Advancement 
Cause of Conflict. 


BY COUNT OKUMA, 
Premier of Japan. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

TOKIO, Sept. 22.—As one who 
has been a life-long friend of peace, 
I profoundly deplore the unwelcome 
fact hat mankind somehow seems 
unable as yet to avoid war. But war, 
I am convinced, is always due to an 
unhappy unevenness of advancement 
in the progress of civilization. I may 
here repeat that I have often said 
that civilization, like water, is bound 
to find its level; and wherever it 
meets nee in doing so there 
will be trouble, often leading to vio- 
lence and bloodshed. War is there- 
fore the resistance which a lower civ- 
llization offers to a higher. Anything 
that tends to destroy the balance of 
peer in civilization will lead to con- 

ct. 

The root of the present trouble in 
Europe is to be found in the inferior 
conditions prevailing in the Balkan 
States, especially their political weak- 
ness. The Balkan peninsula, like 
China, is a crater around which world 
diplomacy gathers trembling. The 
unequal civilizations in that peninsula 


are in constant clash among them- 


selves and with outside powers. Dis- 
ruption would long ago have had its 
way were it not for the artificial sup- 
port of certain Buropean powers, who 
appear interested in maintaining the 
situation. Consequently the nations 
of the Balkan peninsula are ever 
clamoring about their own rights or 
in relation to these demanded of them 
from outside. The result is that any 
moment events, insignificant in them- 
selves, may plunge half the world into 
distress and decimation. Europe is to- 
day a hell of exploding, death-dealing 
shells and poisonous powder fumes, 
all for the sake of a quarre! be- 
tween little Servia and her big neigh- 
bor, Austria. 

The present bloody struggle has its 
origin in certain events within the 
memory of some of us. For years 
Russia has been trying to find an 
opening through the Balkan penin- 
sula to the Mediterranean. Servia, 
Bulgaria and Montenegro are all of 
theSla vrace, and it is but natural 
that_Russia should wish to have closer 
relations with them. She is anxious to 
estabiteh herself as the leader of the 
Slave and co and supreme influ- 
ence in the Balkan peninsula. Lng- 
land, on the other. hand, has not en- 
couraged the extension of Russian in- 
fluence further southward; and to 
support this policy she has set-up Tur. 
key as a barrier, Waking her secure 
on the Mediterranean. Both the Cri- 
mean and the Russe-Turkish war 
were the result of this policy. These 
wars were most disadvantageous to 
Ruesia. Finally, as a result of the Ber- 
lin Congrese, Russia was forced to re- 
storeto Turkey most of what she-had 
obtained through the treaty of San 
Stefano. 

Then in 1879 came the alliance be- 
tween Germany and Austria, which 
Italy :olned in 1882, forming the so- 
called triple alliance. Thus by these 
three puwers, and indirectty by Isrit- 
ain, the of Russia scuihward 
was staved, and she had !ook tor 
an {ce-free port in other directione. 
Russia decided to come eastward; and 
so she laid down the great Trans- 
Siberian Railway, reaching the Pa- 
cific coast at Viadivostok. Henceforth 
Russian activity concentrated itself 
in the Far East, eventually precipitat- 
ing the war with Japan. The results 
were wholly unsatisfactory to hus- 
sia, and she failed to secure the open 
port she sought on the Pacific. Now, 
while Russia was directing all her 
energies eastward, both Germany and 
Austria were busy implanting their 
influence more firmly in the Balkan 


peninsula; and at last Austria annexed 
} Bosnia and Herzegovina, over which 
up to that time she had exercised 
only a protectorate, in accordance 
with the treaty of Berlin. For rea- 
sons of kinship and religion both 
Servia and Russia were strongly op- 
posed to the action of Austria, while 
at the same time Servia wanted those 
two countries for herself. But as 
both Servia and Russia knew that 
Germany would interfere on behalf of 
Austria, the Kaiser himself having 
said as much, they could not resort to 
arms, Russia being especially at a dis- 
advantage owing to the war with Ja- 
pan. After this Russia began to lose 
influence still further in the Balkans, 
Hatred of Austria by Servia became 
all the more intense. Indeed, there 
was a studied movement to upseg the 
influence of ,Austria, in which the 
Slavs of Bosnia and Herzegovina sym- 
pathized and to some extent shared. 

All these bad feelings were rendered 
still more acute by the results of the 
recent Balkan war. Servia, having no 
coast line of her own and striving to 
secure a port-on the Adriatic as a re- 
sult of her victories, met with conflict 
of interest in Austria, leading to the 
rise of the independent state of Al- 
bania on the coveted coast. Relations 
between Servia and Austria were now 
worse than ever. The last straw was 
the assassination of the Austrian 
Crown Prince and his Consort, when 
the Austrian government sent a note 
to the Servian authorities demanding 
acquiescence in condition threatening 
the sovereignty of Servia: and the re- 
ply of the latter being unsatisfactory, 
war was declared, setting all Europe 
into a blaze, with the results we know, 
and the end is not yet. Britain ex- 
ercised all the weight of her great 
influence to avert a conflict, but when 
Germany violated the neutrality of 
Belgium, and@the Grand Duchy of 
Luxembtrg there was nothing left but 
for Britain to rise in defense of her 
honor and position by force of arms. 
Thus has commenced the greatest war 
the world has ever seen. 

Into this fearful outrage upon mod- 
ern civilization, Japan has been un- 
avoidably drawn. Even before we 
knew where wé were the rupture in 
Europe had already seriously affected 
us financially. Europe being the cen- 
ter of the world's monetary circula- 
tion, the fact was brought home to us 
when in Tokyo we could not so much 
as obtain a bill of exchange. And the 
trouble promises to spread indefinitely, 
for the nations involved have colonies 
in various parts of the world. Our 
shipping and commerce have also been 
unfavorably affected. As to the num- 


destruction within their hands, history 
has nothing that can be compared 
with the war the world now has to 
face. But it is a war for the vital 
principles of modern civilization; and 
as Japan is involved, she is determined 
to do her part. 

Japan has been entrusted with the 
protection of shipping in Far Eastern 
waters and the interests of Great Brit- 
tain generally: and in order to fulfill 
these obligations, she is compelled to 
dislodge Germany from Kiao-Chow. 
Japan must maintain the peace of the 
Far East at all costs, and as Germany 
has begun to capture ,ships and 
menace shipping in these waters, 
Japan's duty is p Such is the 
meaning of the A -Japanese Alli- 
ance, which was concluded for just 
such an emergency. We owe it to our- 
selves and to our ally to take the 
course we are adopting. Japan has 
no desire to resort to arms unneces- 
sarily. We are bound to sustain the 
peace of the Far’ East and we are the 
only power that at this moment can 
safeguard it. 

And how great a mission is that 
la.’ wpon us! ft will be our ambition 
at this time to show western nations 
that it is in us te work harmoniously 
with them to support and protect, and 
if ece die, ‘for the highest 
principles of civilization. Not only in 
the Far Bast, but everywhere else that 
is necessary, Japan is ready and will- 
ing to sacrifice herself for the princi- 
ples that the foremost people consider 
worth dying for. It is in order to be 
in line with the best in modern civiliza- 
tion that Japan is at this time oppos- 
ing and fighting what she believes to 
be opposed to these vital principles. 
|} Japan entered the alliance with Great 
Britain to stand for and to be ready 
to die for what Anglo-Saxons are ready 
everywhere to defend even unto death. 
It is Japan's aim and unchanging am- 
bition to participate actively in all 
movements toward more humane 
diplomacy, better international rela- 
tiens, the principle of equal oppor- 
tunity for all and world-peace, and 
to prevent by all proper means the 
continuance of bloodshed among na- 
tions. Japan's relation to the present 
conflict is as a defénder of the princi- 
ples that make for peace and for the 
progress of a higher civilization.

WEPT AS HE SIGNED THE DECLA- 
RATION OF WAR. 


Professor of the University of 
Pennsylvania Avows That Not Un- 
til the General Staff Produced a 
Telegram of the Russian Invasion 
Did the German Emperor Yield.

NEW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Sept. 21.—Kaiser Wilhelm 
wept as he signed the . declara~- 
tion of war, according to Liston 
Lewis, who arrived on the Holland- 
America liner Potsdam from Rotter- 
dam. Fifty-two of the passengers 
who had been in Germany signed 
the following statement, which they 
addressed: | 

“To the American press: 

“We, the undersigned citizens of 
the United States, declare that the 
German government as well as the 
German people extended to us the 
most cordial and friendly treatment 
during our stay within the German 
empire. 

“We deplore the attitude of a 
large part of the American press fn 
publishing European reports which 
are known by us to be ex parte and 
misleading. 

“Therefore, we ask the American 
ress to make every possible effort 

publish the official reports of the 
Wolf Bureau of Berlin as well as of 
the Reuter Bureau of London, s0 as 
to give the American public both sides 
of the present conflict.” 


Among the passengers was Dr. An-/|. 
ton Appelman of the German Foreign’ 


Office in Berlin, who is on his way to 
Washington with the reported inten- 
tion of denying before President Wil- 
son stories of German atrocities in 
Belgium. He refused to say a word 
about his mission. 

OFFICIAL WAS HIS INFORMANT. 

Mr. Lewis said he obtained his de- 
scription of the Kaiser in tears from 
a German official very close to the 
Emperor. 

“I was informed by this official,” 
Mr. Lewis said, “that the Emperor 
ewuld not believe a general European 
war possible. He had been told by 
the German Ambassador in Petro- 
grad that 


I'ment had assured him that the Rus- 


sian army was not mobilizing and 
had no intention of doing so. There- 
fore the Emperor refused to believe 
reports of aggressive ‘movements un- 
‘til the members of the general staff 
put proof before . They insisted 
tHat’' the Kaiser ad r at ce. 

“ "Leave me for an hour,’ the Em- 
peror requested. When the members 
of the general staff returned they 
found the Kaiser weeping. The dec- 
laration of war lay before him.

Carle of No. 127 West Sixteenth street, 
Los Angeles, was taken in custody 
this afternoon by Officers Maple and 
Fuller of Colton. 

A few minutes after he was landed 
in the County Jail he confessed to 
Sheriff Ralphs that he was the man 


who held up the passengers on the 
train last night. His statements re- 
sulted tonight in the arrest of J. Otis 
Gibson, local automobile man, who, 
Carle told the officers, it is stated, was 
not only implicated in the hold-up, 
but had planned it. 

Gibson admits having known of the 
plot to rob-the Limited, but told the 
Sheriff that Carle was the originator 
of the scheme and that he was to get 
a share of the profits for anv part that 
he should play in the hold-up, 


WAS INTOXICATED. 


Carle appears to be recovering from 
intoxication and his statement to the 


‘Bheriff that he was under the influ- 


ence of liquor when he boarded the 
train and carried out the rather amus- 
ing hold-up, is borne out by his pres- 
ent physical condition, it is declared. 

Carle is a waiter in a Los Angeles 
restaurant. He declares that Gibson 
was with him when he purchased the 
revolver which was used and which 
wounded Z. Shanaman in the thigh. 
He says that he hired Gibson's car

At 2 o'clock this afternoon Mrs. G. 
D. Ensign of No. 784 West I street, 
Colton, telepMoned the police that her 
boys had just come in with a report 
that a suspicious-looking man was in 
hiding near the Southern Pacific 
tracks. 

Carle offered no resistance to the 
Officers and readily admitted that he 
was the bandit. Gibson's car is gray- 
colored and corresponds to the de- 
scription of the machine which the 
tramps, Reardon and Walker, told 
the officers they had seen dashing 
along the road near the scene of the 
hold-up just after the train had come 
to a halt.

EVERY VOTER SUPPOSED TO BE A LEGISLATOR. 


Careful, Not to Say Cutting, Dissection of the Forty-eight. Measures that the 
People are Asked to Pass Upon in the Coming State — 
Election—Are You Wise? 


is 25 by 38 inches in size, and, in addition to the forty-five State, county 
and judicial officers to be selected by the voters, there are submitted 
forty-eight measures to be adopted or rejected. 

No. 1 of these measures is a proposition to hold a convention to revise. 
the State Constitution. This would cost the people a considerable sum of 
money and does not seem to be really necessary. — 

No. 2 is an initiative amendment to the Constitution. ‘It prohibits the 

manufacture, sale, gift, or transportation wholly within the State, of intoxt- 
cating liquor; permits any citizen to enjoin violations; makes the showing 
that the manufacture, use, sale, gift or transportation was for medicinal, scien- 
tific, mechanical or sacramental purposes, a defense to civil and criminal ac- 
tions, and requires regulation by law of such acts for said purposes; prohibits 
transportation into this State of intoxicating liquor, unless shown to be for 
such purposes, subject, however, to United States laws; prescribes and au- 
thorizes penalties, 
: Father Mathew and Father Taylor and Gough and other great orators, 
who devoted their lives to advocating total abstinence, depended upon persua- 
sion and did not favor prohibition. It is not apparent that any effort to make 
men religious, or honest, or truthful by law, has ever succeeded anywhere, 
and there is no reason to expect that prohibition would prohibit. 

To destroy the wine industry of California and cause the uprooting of 
vineyards and the destruction of all breweries would benefit nobody and would 
obliterate hundreds of millions of dollars worth of property. Possibly a man 
might become intoxicated on beer and California claret, containing only four 
per cent. of alcohol. But such intoxication could not be serious, for nature hag 
placed limits to the capacity of the human stomach. ere 

No. 3 is an initiative folly. It declares it a misdemeanor, punishable by 
fine or imprisonment in county jail] or both, for any employer to require or 
permit, or to suffer or permit his overseer, superintendent, foreman or other 
agent to require or permit, any person in his employ to work more than eight 
hours in one day, or more than forty-eight hours in one week, except in case 
of extraordinary emergency caused by fire, flood, or danger to life or property. 

The milking of cows, or the feeding of mules, or the gathering of hay. 
outside of eight hours, on the ground that it would be dangerous 
to leave the animais unfed or the hay to be rained upon, is often necessary. 
But to limit the running of trolleys or autos, or the cooking and serving of 
meals, or attendance upon a department store, or a barber's shop or a dozen 
branches of mechanical industry which might be enumerated is simply 
absurd. It reminds one of the verse that used to be sung in this city many 


‘years ago: 
a “Oh, the barbers close at seven 
And the last car goes at eleven 
And they’re only fit for heaven 
In Pasadena.” 


No. 4 is an act submitted to electors by referendum. Declares nuisance 
any building or place where acts of lewdness, assignation or prostitution 
occur, and general reputation admissible to prove existence of nuisance; 
prescribes procedure for abatement thereof; requires removal and sale of 
fixtures and movable property used in aid thereof, Closing premises to any 
use for one year unless court releases same upon bond of owner; prescribes 
fees therefor, making same and all costs payable from proceeds of such sale, 
requiring sale of premises to satisfy any deficiency; makes fines lien upon 


: H ERE we have it again—the official ballot for the November election. It 


* 


Fance of securities before investigation by commissioner, regulates issuance 
and sale thereof, taking subscriptions therefor, advertisements and circulars 
respecting same; creates fund from official fees and declares salaries and ex- 
penses payable therefrom; provides for broker’s permit and agent's certifi- 
cate, reports by companies and brokers, appeal to court from commissioner's 
decision, and penalties for violations. . é 

This “blue sky law” is based upon the assumption that anybody who by 
inheritance, by thrift, or by good luck, has money to invest, is an incurable 
imbecile who needs a guardian, and that anybody who offers stocks or bonds 
for investment is a scoundrel who needs to be examined, and re-examined, 
and curbed, and repressed and maybe blackmailed by Holy Hiram's $5000 cor- 
poration commissioner, and his $50,000 job lot of deputies and assistants. 
Every voter should stamp a cross opposite the “No” on Number Five. 

No. 6 is the Water Commigsion Act. Submitted to electors by referen- 
dum. Creates State water commission for control of appropriation and use 
of waters; defines rights in riparian and unappropriated waters; prescribes 
procedure for investigation of waters and water rights, appropriation thereof, 
apportionment of same between claimants, issuance of licenses, and revoca- 
tion thereof; declares present rights of municipal corporations unaffected. 

This is another of Gov. Johnson's tricks designed for no other purpose 
than to give profitable jobs to his pets who know no more about water rights 
than a Demerara jackass knows about the Book of Job. These water com- 
missioners will visit a farmer whose water right is old enough to vote, and 
harass him, and examine him and cross-examine him and compe! him to 
show how and where he got the water with which he irrigates his orchard 
and vineyard—unless, well, unless he obeys the command which the Savior 
issued to Zaccheus, to “come down.” 

No. 7 proposes to amend the Constitution. It authorizes any county or 
municipality to exempt from taxation for local purposes in whole or in part, 
any one or more of following classes of property; improvements in, on, or 
over land: shipping; household furniture; live stock; merchandise; ma- 
chinery; tools: farming implements; vehicles; other pefsonal property except 
franchises; provides that ordinance or resolution making such exemptions 
shall be subject to referendum; and requires that taxes upon property not 
exempt from taxation shall be uniform. : 

This, if adopted, would enable a city or a county to exempt from taxation 
all and any property except land. It would discourage home owning and 
compel the farmers to shoulder the larger part of the public burdens. It is 
experimental legislation for which there is no demand. Vote no. : 

No. 13 is an island speck of sense in a broad ocean of graft and freakisb- 
ness. It provides that no elector may vote on question of incurring bonded 
indebtedness of State or political subdivision thereof, unless he is owner of 
property taxable for payment of such indebtedness and assessed to him on last 
assessment roll. : 

No. 14 is designed to authorize voting by absent electors. Ti provides for

tumn of 1918. 

Owing, however, to the fact that a 
portion of the regrade on the east 
side could be handled at very much 
less expense because of certain fills 
that were to be made on Westiake ave- 
nue, the city did not accept this work 
until June, 1911. 

WORK DONE BY CONTRACT. 


The contract made by the city with 
. the Rainier Development Company to 
do the entire grading of streets called 
for $980,000, but this would have left 
the hills upon private property, had 
not the city arranged that the con- 
tractor should do the work for the 
city and also at the same price re- 
move the dirt from the various blocks 
named in the contract. 

With one or two exceptions, the 
property holder took advantage of the 
price—-27 cents a cubic yard—as it 
‘would have cost the individual owner 
50 cents a cubic yard to remove the 
éarth from his property in carts. 

It is true, as has been stated many 
times, that two-thirds of this entire 
regrading was done by sluicing the 
gravelly earth into the bay for the 
purposes of filling shoal water or the 
tide flats which extended out for sev- 
eral hundred feet—and this neces- 
sarily cheapened the cost of removal. 

About one-third, however, was re- 
moved through dump carts with spe- 
cial steam shovels made for that pur- 
pose, and, of course, was largely situ- 
ated so that it could not be sluiced 
owing to the contour of the hiil. 

The Times has repeatedly claimed 
that the city paid at least $300,000 


"more than it should have paid, and 
_ therefore the citizen paid a corre- 


aponding amount more than was nec- 
essary, because of the pecullar meth- 
ods adopted by the engineering de- 
partment and the Board of Public 
Works in letting this property to con- 
tractors.

‘ the contract was sublet by the Rainier 


Development Company to Grant, 
Smith & Stillwell at 22 cents a cubic 
vard, and as these gentlemen had the 
benefit of cleaning up the property of

rived the benefit of & cents a cubic 
yard for the entire business, the total

000,

Coming now to values, | merely 
desire to say that during the first 
year or two after the regrade be- 
gan, property which had been almost 
unsalable by reason of the great 
height of the land, was sold for from 
double to five times the amount for 
which it could have been sold be- 
fore the regrade contract was let and 
the work undertaken. 

It was expected that the regrade 
would be completed early in 1910— 
and if it had been, very decided im- 
provements would have taken place 
during that year—which have not 
even yet taken place—but “there was 
a reason.”’ 

In the fall of 1910, a leading min- 

ister of this city undertook to reform 
the same, as he has repeatedly stat- 
ed in public and in eastern newspa- 
pers whenever he has been in New 
York or Boston. 
}-° But the outcome was such an p- 
heaval that the Mayor was recalled 
and a non-entity—so far as public 
affairs were concerned——was elected 
in his place, only to be followed at 
the next annual election by the choice 
of one George F. Cotterill, a man who 
immediately got the big head, and 
who did everything in his power to 
carry to the extreme the reforma- 
tion which the minister and a ijot of 
old women had undertaken. 

The result was that 25,000 people 
left Seattle from the early autumn of 
1911 until the close of 1912. There 
were over 5000 vacant buildings. Now 
there are very few. 

To show how completely shameless 
the whole effort was, the very man 
who Was recalled in this explosion of 
hot-air reform was re-elected last 
March by a majority of more than 
156,000, and his chief supporters were 
the women of Seattle. 

The city began to recover from the 
effects of the alleged reform in the 
autumn of 1913—as a continued ef- 
fért on the part of the Times had 
brought around a different sentiment 
than that which -had existed before— 
with the result. that today Seattle 
is probably the most prosperous city 
on the Coast—and that with all due 
respect to Los Angeles. 


REASONS FOR STAGNATION. 


Is it any wonder, then, that stag- 
nation prevailed in the regrade dis- 
trict on Denny Hili? Is it any won- 
der that that stagnation continued 
from the summer of 1911—when the 
work was accepted by the city—un- 
tlh about one year ago? 

During that period, however, it is; 
fair to say that probably not ten peo- 
ple ever lost their property Dy rea- 
son of the regrade. 

Tt ie fair to say, however, that peo- 
ple who owned property heavily mort- 
gaged when the regrade was under- 
taken were compelled to sell that 
property because they could not meet 
the expenses Which accumulated by 
reason of the extravagant contracts 
which were made to do the work. 
The most of the peeple of that 
class, however, were shrewd ecnough 
to dispose of that property during the 
period required to do the regrading. 
and I will cite a single instance per- 
sonal to the Times Investment Con-, 
pany, which is the holding com- 
pany of the Times Printing Company 
of this city. 

The Times owned 120 feet at the 
corner of Fifth avenue and Stewart 
street, juet at the extreme eastern 
side of the regrade, and paid for the 
grading of its own property, 120x195, 
the highest point of which was pro'- 
ably forty feet. 


erty had a mortgage of $14,000 there- 
on before the regrade started and 
frankly that was a greater sum than 
I would have paid for the property 
in case the regsade had never taken 
place. 


As it was, the gentleman offered the 
property to the Times for $30,000— 
deducting the cost of regrading. 
which was estimated at $3000—and 
the unpaid taxes for two yeara—and 
the mortgage of $14,000, together 
with some interesit——and we handed 
the gentleman cash for the difference. 

In my judgment that gentleman

Within the last six months, com- 
mencing at Pine street and Westlake 
avenue, which cuts diagonally from 
Fourth avenue and Pixe northeaster- 
ly to Lake Union and becomes a part 
of the east boundary of the Denny 
Hil regrade district, property has 
been sold for improvement exceed- 
ing three million dollars in value. 

These purchases include three- 
fourths of a block purchased by the 
Bon Marche, the largest department 
store in the city, at a price of $800,- 
000, and that property, if it had not 
been for the regrade, could not have 
been sold for $250,000 on the day 
that it was sold to the Bon Marche 
for $800,000. 

Frederick & Nelson, the next larg- 
est dry goods house in the city, have 
purchased what is known as the 
Westlake Market block and corner- 
ing on Westlake avenue right on the 
leastern border of the regrade district | 
at $735,000. 

Four or five other properties imme- 
diately in connection with these prop- 
erties and wholly as a result of the 
regrade have exchanged hands wWith- 
in six months at prices ranging from 
$100,000 to $250,000 each. 

The Times Investment Company 
purchased what is called the Times 
Square, which is wholly within the 
regrade district, two years ago last 
March for $120,000, but by reason of 
the improvements which have already 
taken place and those which are to 
come, this property is valued at $300.- 
000 today, and upon it the Times is 
now erecting a building to cost $300,- 
000. 

My judgment is that there is no 
land in the regrade district today 
which can be purchased for less than 
three times the price that the same 
property could have been sold for be- 
fore the regrade took place, and if 
the city had made such contracts for 
regrading this district as could have 
been made by a private corporation, 
a saving of $500,000 expenses could 
easily have been made.

WIDE AREA INCLUDED. 
Refuting the criticism that the 


Proposed cut would be in the nature 
of a canyon throug’: the hill the peti- 
tioners have prepared some interest- 
ing comparisons. The width of the 
cut would be almost exactly as far 
as from the east line of Main street 
to the west line of Broadway. The 
length would be as far as from the 
north side of First street to the south 
side of Fourth street. 

No assessment is contemplated on 
any part of the hill outside of the re- 
grade zone. Property owners in the 
zone and the business district directly 
benefited by it will have ten years in 
which to pay. No ready money, it {s 
declared, will be required from prop- 
erty owners in the cut, but cash will 
be paid for all damages to improve- 
ments and otherwise. 

In presenting the petition and the 
merits of the project to the Council 
the grave disadvantages in the way 
of traffic congestion and instability of 
business will be cited. It will be 
pointed out that the great opening 
will permit free egress east and west 
for a great number of people. for 
street traffic and for electric railroad 
lines. Seventy-five thousand to 
100,000 persons who live in the west 
and sorthwest residence districts wil] 
pass through the cut who now have 
to take the circuitous route around it. 

CAR LINE EXTENSIONS. 

With the opening made it is said 
there will be a good prospect that a 
car line on Second street would be 
extended to connect with the Eden- 
dale and Glendale red car lines with 
a terminus at the Hill-street station. 
There would also be an extension of 
the yellow car line looping on Sec- 
ond street south on Figueroa. This 
would relieve the congestion on 
Spring and Broadway. 

Another possibility is the exten- 
sion of the First-street line to cos- 
nect with Vermont avenue, Helio- 
trope drive and Western-avenue lines 
and to Colegrove and Hollywood. 
Though the grade on Hill street be- 
tween First and Second streets ap- 
pears almost level the proposed new 
grade will be 331-3 per cent. better. 
A suggestion in connection with the 
open cut has been made that Broad- 
way at First street be raised to se- 
cure a 3 per cent. grade instead of 5 
per cent. on First street between Hill 
and Broadway. It is said that all the 
good buildings there have been so 
constructed that they would not be 
damaged by the change.

FFECT OF WAR ON THE PRICE OF 
WOOL, 

In 1910 we imported 193,400,713 pounds 
of wool and raised in this country 318,- 
547,900 pounds, all of which was used in the 
manufacture of fabrics consumed in this 
country. It was claimed that placing wool 
on free list would reduce the cost of 
wool to the manufacturers and this would 
reduce the cost to the consumer of fabrics 
made from wool. 


wool producers in- Australia, South Africa 
and the Argentine immediately advanced 
the price of their clips to an amount equal 
to the duty that had been removed, and the 
only effect of free wool was to deprive the 
United States treasury of the millions of 
dollars formerly received from duties on 
wool, | 

The war in Europe will in all probability 
give to our manufacturers the cheap wool 
which the tariff was expected to bestow. 
The wool market in Austria, Germany, 
France and Belgium and, to an extent, in 
Great Britain, is temporarily lost to Afri- 
can, South American end Antipodean wool 
growers, German, Austrian, French and 
Belgian operatives have enlisted, or been 
drafted into the armies of these powers, and 
their factories have been closed. The 
wool-producing countries have no ships to 
carry their product to market. German 
ships have been driven from the ocean, and 
the 20 to 30 per cent. war risk on British 
and Belgian ships and their cargoes has in- 
creased the cost of imported wool in 
Europe, so that the wool growers of the 
southern hemisphere are obliged to look to 
non-belligerent nations for a market. 

In order to sell in America a portion of 
the wool formerly sold in Europe, they have 
reduced their prices to the same or a lower 
level than that which existed before our 
free-trade tariff law was enacted. - 

But the consumers of woolen fabrics in 
this country are likely to gain little or no. 
benefit from these conditions, because of a 
demand for flannels and material for 
uniforms from England. When the latter 
are not made up into clothing they are not 
contraband of war, and if shipped in Amer- 
ican or Italjan or Spanish or Scandinavian 
vessels will not be subject to war-risk insur- 
ance. 

The advantage which American wool pro- 
ducers lost by the new tariff’ and which 
caused them to. reduce their flocks to a 
lamb-and-mutton basis, they will not regain 
until the Huropean war comes to a close, 
and maybe not then, for the woolen manu- 
facturers of New England, the Middle 
States and the Middle West will take ad- 
vantage of the situation to stock up with 
cheap South American and Australian wool,

As a political factor the party has abso- 
lutely ceased to be of importance in the 
United States. California is the only State 
where it shows strength, and there are more 
registered Progressives in California today 
than in New York or any other State. 

The New York primaries made it plain 
that the people were ready to return to the 
sound basis of principle and efficiency in 
government; that they were through with 
the influence of Roosevelt and Sulzer and 
other reformers of the same stripe. — . 

Whitman made his record in the District

beautiful theories, a cry has gone up from 
certain quarters that Christianity has 
broken down, unable to stand the test of 
& supreme crisis. 

This judgment is so superficial, so short- 
sighted, that it is nothing less then puerile, 
viewed in the light of history and national 
experience. Where has simple, undistorted 
Christianity had less chance to demonstrate 


itself these latter years than in the coun- 
tries of continental Europe now bent upon 
mutual annihilation? The Slavic states are 
still in the clutch of medieval superstition, 
retarded both spiritually and intellectually. 
Germany, although the native seat of 


Protestantism, is deeply impregnated with | 


a bitterly atheistic form of socialism, which, 
linked with the passion for military suv- 
premacy, has caused the nation to drift far 
from her beautiful, religion-inspired ideal- 
ism of even fifty years ago. France is in- 
tellectually and decadently atheistic, after 
a bioody separation of church and state. 
Almost the entire continent is afflicted with 
social and religious ills which are the uitt- 
mate fruit of an ancient, tyrannical polit- 


ico-ecclesiastical system scarcely to be 
identified with cal Christianity and 
usually actively inimical to it. 


As has been already pointed out by a 
score of thoughtful commentators, one of 
the most significant features of this mon- 
strous war is the fact that it is being 
watched and commented upon by the by- 
standing nations almost wholly from the 
moral viewpoint. Never before has war, in 
its utterly revolting and indefensible na- 
ture, struck so close home to the average 
disinterested man and woman, and that is 
because of an education in Christian ideal 
ism more general than ever before known, 

It is interesting to note what prominent 
men of two of the nations in conflict have 
recently said on the subject of national re- 
ligion. Gilbert Chesterton, the brilliant 
English man of letters, stated in public de- 
bate in London shortly before war broke 
out that he, personally, considers the Chris- 
tian religion the “healthiest thing in the 
world, and the only thing which can save 
Europe or anything else.” 

Chesterton is not a preacher, but he is a 
robust and intelligent exponent of the Chris- 
tian faith. His choice of words, in this 
declaration, reminds one that the Bible re- 
peatedly refers to national righteousness as 
@ condition of health, and says that the tree 


of life shall be “for the healing of the na- 


tions.” 

The other man referred to is that French- 
man whose recently published book enti- 
tiled, “To What is Anglo-Baxon Superiority 
Due?” contains this statement: “The na- 
tion that keeps one day in seven holy will 
win over all others.” 

In direct connection occurs a paragraph 
in one of Edward Alsworth Ross's articles 
on “The Origins of the American People,” 
appearing in the Century Magazine. After 
touching upon our Puritan, Dutch and Cava- 
lier ancestors, and our baser mongrel im- 
portations from British prisons, Prof. Ross 
Says: 

“Probably no stock ever came here so 
gifted and prepotent as the French Hugue- 
nots. Though only a few thousand, all 
told, their descendants furnished 589 of the 


14,000 and more Americans deemed worthy | 


of a place in ‘Appleton’s Cyclopedia of 
American Biography.’ In 1790 only one- 
half of one per cent. of our people bore a 
French name; yet this element contributed 
42 per cent. of the eminent names in our 
history, or eight times their due quota. 
Like the Puritans and Quakers, The Hugue- 
nots were an element that meets the test 
of fire and makes supreme sacrifices for 
conscience sake.” 


‘Mark the fact that these Puritans, Quak- 
ers and Huguenots, in their pursuit of spir- 
itual ideals, were driven out of the very 
countries now engaged in war, by condi- 
tions inimical] to the practical Christianity 
they desired to live. The Puritans / and 
Huguenots themselves were fighters of no- 
ble mettle in defense of righteousness, but 
their inner natures were built up by the 
daily practice of private prayer. individual 
study and applications of the Word of God, 
undiluted and unadulterated, and by a rigid 
observance of one day -.in seven for sacred 
uses. They offer the clearest evidence that 
Christianity at its purest and best is the 
supreme moral preservative and intellectual 
stimulus. 

It is equally clear that Europe lost heav- 
ily in spirituality and ideals with the emi!- 
gration of these sturdy, high-minded and 
courageous sufferers for conscience sake. 
It ig the kind of Christianity they represent 
which Chesterton and other deep-thinking 
men realize to be the only thing which can 
arrest the disintegration of the old-world 


America needs to be reminded of the 
debt she owes to Puritanism and Calvinism, 
for our easy-going, good-natured depreca- 
tion of things uncompromisingly virtuous 
as needlessly strait-laced have brought 
us to a moral crisis at which even the most 
tolerant are standing aghast. We have idly 
permitted esoteric philosophies, man-made 
religious cults, politico-religious systems, 
and the dozen and one fancy side-steps to 
straight Bible Christianity to sap our 
strength, until far too few men and women 
have the moral backbone to be out-and-out, 
unapologetic Christians. It is a “man's 
job” now as in the days of persecution. 

If the Bible in daily application—not in 
mere intellectual acquaintance, for Ruskin 
describes it as the book of which no sylla- 
ble was ever to be understood except 
through a deed—and the habits of personal 
prayer and Sabbath observance—made char- 
acter and -idealg strong enough and lofty 
enough to drive the Puritans, the Quakers 
and the Huguenots into the wilderness, 
there to become the moral and intellectual 
sinew of a new and powerful nation, they 
can presetve America today, if Americans 
so will it. 

If we do not so will! it, all we need to do 
to see our ultimate end is to look across 
the Atlantic at the nations now being 
wrecked through their own neglect and 
abuse of spiritual ideals and the source of 
them. And the sovalied heathen nations 
of the world will laugh us to scorn, and pity 
us even while receiving from us our birth- 
right of Christianity, whose value they al- 
ready so recognize that they insist upon 
the Bible as a text-book in their schools. 

Blessed is that people whose God is the

On account of the great increase 
In the naturalization business in Los 
Angeles, an effort is to be made to 
fecure additional help in the office 
of Frederick Jones, the local exam- 
iner, who has a district composed of 
Southern California and Arizona. 
Chief Examiner Crutchfield of San 
Francisco, in charge of the Califor- 
nia-Arizona-Nevada district, will be 
here this week. 

The record shows that the natura!- 
ization business in the local district 
is increasing by leaps and bounds; 
that Mr. Jones, who ig alone in the 
office at the Federa! building, is com- 
pelled to visit all parts of his terri- 
tory, sometimes being out of the city 
for weeks ata time. In consequence 
applicants for citizenship papers at 
fimes can find no one to attend to 
their wants. They often bring their 
witnesses here from a distance. This 
is @ hardship for many of the aliens, 
who are not in a position to stand the 
expense. 

The San Francisco office, that has 
a territory composed of the north- 
ern part of the State and Nevada. has 
four employees in the naturalization 
office; Los Angeles has but one, and 
the population of this city is at least 
20,000 more than the Bay City.

MUST AMEND ENTRIES. — 


Land Office Ruling Applies to 
Holders of Isclated Tracts in the 
Vicisity of Brawley. 
Orders have been issued by the lo- 
eal Land Office for entrymen on town- 
ship 13 south, range 11 east, also 
townships 14 and 15 south, range 11 
east, and 13 and 14 south, range 12, 
east, S. RB. M. (various isolated tracts 
in the vicinity of Brawley,) that they 
must file their amended entries to 
correct former filings under the lat- 
est survey of the land in 1902. The 
first survey was made in 1866, and 
interminable confusion has resulted 
on account of the difference in lines. 
The filings must be made by October 
8, and the applications will be sus- 
pended for a period of ninety days 
after that date pending the adjust- 
ment of entries already made. 

The old surveys must be adjusted to 
the new plat, and entrymen will be 
required to have their land run to 
the lines of the latest survey. All of 
the land that is worth anything from 
an agricultural point of view, both as 
to soil and an ability to secure water, 
has been taken long ago, and after 
the lines have been run there may be 
a bit here and there not covered bv 
entries already made. But it is of 
the most arid description, utterly 
worthless for any purpose, according 
to the statements of the local land 
officials.

Henry M. Lehrman, president of the 
Aleo Moving-picture Company, and 
one of the stars of the movie stuge, 
was sentenced to serve thirty days 
in the City Jail by Police Judge Cham- 
bers yesterday when he pleaded cullty 
to the charge of having exceeded the 
speed limit in his motor car. Im- 
mediately he gave notice of appeal to 
the Superior Court, and was released 
on $600 bond. 

It is the third time that the motion- 
picture man has been in police court 
on such a charge. When answering 
one of the charges he appeared before 
Police Judge Chambers and at that 
time the justice warned him that if 
he were brought into court again on 
such a charge, a severe alty would 
be inflicted. 

On Friday night, friends of Mr.

The offer was refused.

WOMEN’S WOES. 


CITY MOTHER OF LOS ANGELES 
PREPARES FOR WORK. 


New Bureau to be Opened in Old 
Normal School Building Where the 
Distressed May Obtain First Aid. 
All Advice and Assistance to be 
Strictly Confidential. 


Women who have troubles to tell 
will be able in a short while to find 
a sympathetic listener in Mrs. Aletha 
Gilbert, the official City Mother of 
Los Angeles, recently appointed by 
Chief of Police Sebastian. Mrs. Gil- 
bert and her assistants will have a 
conference in Mayor Rose's office to- 
morrow afternoon to plan the new 
bureau to be opened in the old Nor- 
mal School building. 

The City Mother’s advice and as- 
sistance will be confidential and will 
be free to women of all ages and 
conditions of life. Her work will be 
preventative and she will deal ex- 
clusively with cases which have not 
reached the courts. Most of her deal- 
ings will be with troubled mothers 
and wayward daughters. 

The following women, from various 
organizations, have been appointed by 
Chief Sebastian to co-operate with 
Mrs. Gilbert: Mrs. Frank Stoddard, 
Mre. J. J. Walters, Mrs. Louis (ole. 
Mrs. Frank Owen, Mrs. James Wes: 
Pheling, Mrs. Ola Taylor and Mrs. P. | 
P. O'Brien. 

Mrs. Gilbert says that she knows 
from past experience that most of the 
women who will call on her will tell 
ef husbands who have deserted them 
and of wayward daughters. The 
troubles of girls and young women 
will relate to abuse by parents, need 
of employment, lack of fiances and 
similar life problems. 

An important part of Mrs. Gilbert’s 
work will be to reconcile estranged 
mothers and daughters. She says 
that often serious harm comes from 
a lack of understanding between 
parents and their children. 
“While 1 will have to talk to many 
girls who have become unmanageable 
and are in danger from the evils of 
the city, I will also have to advise 
unwise mothers,” Mrs. Gilbert de- 
clared yesterday. “I had a case where 
the mother and not the daughter was 
to blame very recently. 
“A woman called me up and said 
she wanted me to talk to her daugh- 
ter and give her a good scare. I was 
informed that the daughter was on 
the wrong road and was in danger. 1 
had the mother and daughter come 
to my office. When I asked if the 
trouble with the girl was that she 
stayed away from home nights and 
was too fond of the boys, the woman 
exclaimed, ‘No, nothing like that.’ 
“ “Since I started her to school she 
sits around the houge all the time 
with a book in her hand and I can't 
wet her to do any work or take in- 
terest in anything except her lessons,’ 
the mother explained. ‘I have taken 
her out of school and am trying to 
get_her to mend her ways.’ 

“The fact that the girl was studi- 
ous and ambitious wag.the only fault 
that I could discover in her. After 
talking with the daughter I learned 
that the mother was unreasonable and 
unappreciative in the extreme. I told 
the woman plainly that it was refresh- 
ing to hear of a girl who is studious. 
Most of them are the other extreme. 
“My bureau will try to reduce the 
work of the juvenile court by saving 
girls after they have gone only a 
short distance in the wrong direction. 
I am purposely establishing head- 
quarters away from the police sta- 
tion. So many women and girls ob- 
ject to calling there. Nearly every- 
thing that I do will be secret. I will 
be dealing with cases that have not 
reached the publicity stage and it will 
be my great aim to keep them from 
ever reaching it.” 

Mrs. Gilbert is the daughter of the 
late Mra. L. U. Gray, the first police 
matron of Los Angeles, and has been 
connected with the police department 
twenty-four vears. Beginning as her 
mother’s assistant, Mra. Gilbert finally 
became head matron and three years 
ago Was appointed policewoman.

the vacant lots, and the Board of 
Public Works has decided that by the 
middle of the ensuing week it will 
shut down on the work being car- 
ried on by its regular force of lot- 
cleaners, but will keep a small gang 
of men for the purpose of cleaning 
parkways and trimming trees. 

The main purpose of this shut- 
down, however, is to give opportunity 
to close up this section of the work 
for the present, so that the costs may 
be definitely determined and placed 
upon the tax bills. This information 
will be in the hands of the Tax Col- 
lector by the 15th inst. 

It is probable that the work with 
the full force will be resumed after 
the statements have been completed. 

The publicity given the work of the 
bureau and its determination to 
eause all vacant lots to be cleared, 
has brought about good results dur- 
ing the past week, says Thomas 
Moore, head of the department. In 
all parts of the city property owners 
have turned out with their rakes, 
hoes and spades, rubbish cars and 
wheelbarrows, transforming many an 
unsightly lot into one of good ap- 


pearance. 

The checking of the work by the 
lot-cleaning epartment does not 
mean that the provisions of the law 
will be ignored. Many property own- 
ers have been served with notices 
during the past week to clean their 
properties. As soon as the work for 
the tax statements is completed, in- 
spectors will be sent out to ascertain 
whether these notices have been com- 
plied with.

POMONA, Oct. 3.—The first regu- 
larly-organized steps here in the fight 
,against the proposed eight-hour law 
have been taken jointly by the mem- 
bers of the Chamber of Commerce, 
business men, fruit growers and offi- 
cers of loca] fruit associations. A pre- 
liminary organization has been 
formed to wage war in this locality 
against what is declared to be a 
great menace to the growth and pros- 
perity of California.

MOUNTAIN ROADS. 


HIGHWAY COMMISSION ORDERS 
SURVEYS FOR LATERALS 
EAST OF SIERRAS, 


The California Highway Commis- 
sion has completed its trips of in 
tion over the mountain roads and | 
routes east of the Sierras, and has in- 
structed the highway engineer “to 
cause to be made through the several 
division engineers and their assistants 
such reconnoissances and studies of 
the lateral State highways connecting 
the county seats with the trunk lines 
as may be necessary in anticipation of 
the construction surveys.” This re- 
fers particularly to the laterals which 
are to “tie up” Alturas, Susanville, 
Quincy, Oroville, Downieville, Nevada 
City, Auburn, Jackson, San Andres, 
Mariposa, Sonora, Markleeville, 
Bridgeport and Independence to the 
greta valley trunk line and the rest 
of the State. 

The commissioners personally went 
over the alternative routes into the 


county seats, traveling more than 2000 
miles of roads and conferring with 


as to probable routes. 

Commissioners Blaney, Darlington 
and Stern are agreed that the State 
highway will be extended to all the 
maquntain and easterly counties and 
that the county seats named will be 
included in the State Highway sys- 
tem. The forthcoming number of the 
Highway Bulletin will devote consid- 
erable attention to the problem of 
California's mountain roads. 

Construction of the Tejon trunk 
road from Los Angeles to Bakersfield 
and the San Joaquin Valley, work 
along the Coast Range in the Sacra- 
mento Canyon and between San Diego 
and Imperial Valley in connection 
with the county seat laterals now de- 
cided upon will make California the 
greatest mountain-road-building State 
in the Union.

WANTON EXTRAVAGANCE 
IN JOHNSON’S OFFICES. 


Records of State Superintendent of Banks’ Operations 

Show Incompetency, a Waste of Money and Favorit- 
ism-——Malicious Legislation Instigated by Governor, 

Ousted Capable Man to Make Way for Friend. 


OV. JOHNSON is raging up and down the State condemning any and all 
people who do not agree that everything done by his administration was 
honest, competent and economical. 

He is too busy denouncing and condemning his oppohents to pay any 
attention to their charges. He refuses to explain questionable conditions in 
his administration, he declines to answer pertinent questions. He ignores the 
issues, and the opinion is increasing among the people of California that he 
ignores them because he is afraid of them. | 

The Times again presents the “Scandal of the State Superintendent of 
Ranks’ Office”—and challenges Gov. Johnson to refute this expose of extrava- 


_ ganee, incompetency, favoritism and nepotism. It is all true, and Gov. John- 


son knows it is true. That is why he avoids the issue; that is why he prefers 
to abuse The Times rather than answer the charges made by The Times. 

Section 120 of the Statutes of California, as enacted in 1909, before John- 
son's administration, provides that the Superintendent of Banks shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor and shall hold his office for a term of four years, and 
that “No person shall be appointed Superintendent of Banks who has not had 
actual banking experience, either as executive officer or director of some 
commercial bank, savings bank or trust company, at least one-half of which 
experience has been had in this State.” 

_ Alden Anderson, who was Lieutenant-Governor in Gov. Pardee’s adminis- 
tration, was appointed by Gov. Gillett as Superintendent of Banks and was 
@ practical banker. But he‘had the temerity to run for Governor against 
Hiram Johnson, and consequently was persona non grata. His term had not 
expired. Johnson wanted him out. He also wanted his friend Williams, then 
State Treasurer, to get a better job, as Williams's salary was only $5000 a 
year, while the Superintendent of Banks drew a salary of $10,000. 


But Williams had had no banking experience, and was not eligible. So 
the Legisiature by act of 1911. amended Section 120 of the former act by 
Omitting all qualifications for the office and providing that “he shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor and shall hold office at the pleasure of the Governor.” 
Hiram Johnson signed this bill one month after he became Governor. Quick 
work. Alden Anderson was legislated out of oifice; Williams was appointed, 
and the political fence strengthened by the appointment of Ed Roberts, Bull 
Moose boss of San Bernardino, to the position of State Treasurer. 


Williams was not a banker, had had no banking experience whatsover. 


Did Hiram think that Ed Roberts would make a better treasurer than 
Williams, who was elected by the people to the office and had had some ex- 
perience in it? He was taking a long chance unless he knew that Williams 
was incompetent. And if Williams was incompetent as State Treas- 
urer, in a business about which he knew something, what reason 
had Hiram to think that he would be competent as Superintendent 
of Banks, when he knew aothing about the banking system? Is it 
good business to take an incompetent man out of a place where he knows 
something about the business, put him in another place about which he knows 
nothing, and double his salary? Would ordinary business sagacity suggest 
that Mr. Wiliiams would make a better Bank Superintendent, about the duties 
of which he knew nothing, than he was State Treasurer, a busifess which the 
State had paid him to learn? Why did they remove the qualifications in their 
amendment? Is it to be supposed that a man unfamiliar with banking would 
be a better Bank Superintendent than a man who had had experience in bank- 
ing? Would the removal of the president of any of our banks and the appoint- 
ment of any man who had had no banking experience establish confidence on 
the part of the stockholders or depositors in that bank? The removal of 
those qualifications was not done for the purpose of making the law any bet- 
ter, but solely for the purpose of making Williams eligible to the position to 
which he was not then eligible and should not be eligible, and to provide a soft 
job for one of Hiram’s pets. And why was the tenure of the office changed 
from four years to “the pleasure,of the Governor?” So that if Hiram’s pet 
jumped the fence or refused to take orders, he could be removed. Would a 


man who had his salary increased 100 per cent. by the Governor and held the | pe 
- @ffice at the pleasure of the Governor be subservient to that Governor? 


The last question is perhaps answered by the fact that A. A. deLigne, 
Johnson’s law partner, was appointed attorney for the superintendent, by the 
superintendent, with a salary of $4800 per year, and in addition to that has 
acted as attorney for defunct State banks for which he has received additional 
compensation fixed by the superintendent. 

- When Williams took charge of the office, five banks were in liquidation. 
‘The first annual report of the Superintendent of Banks, pages 535 to 541 inclu- 


__ give, shows that Mr. Anderson had paid out in attorneys’ fees $2343.30 for serv- 


foes in connection with these five banks. These banks are stfll in liquidation. 
Mr. Williame’s report for the last five months of Anderson’s administration 
end the first nineteen months of Williams's administration, as shown by his 
annual report for 1913, pages 476 to 490 inclusive, shows that he still has 
those five banks and three others in liquidation. It gives all moneys paid out 
by Anderson and the first nineteen months of Williams's administration as 
$18,484.01. Deducting the amount paid out by Anderson in his first iZfteen 
months leaves a balance of $16,149.71 paid out in attorveys’ fees for these five 
banks after Anderson's last report. 

Striking an average for those twenty-four months covered by this report 
of 1913, there was paid out $672.53 a month in attorneys’ fees on account of 
these banks, or one-fourth as much each month as Anderson had paid in 
Gfteen months. But assuming that Anderson went that pace, there was paid 
out by Williams, as attorneys’ fees for these five banks in his nineteen 
months, $12,777.07. 

We also find from Williams's report that the Bank of Shasta County went 
the 
eighteen months that he handled it, he paid out in attorneys’ fees $3206.85. 

We also find from the report that the Bank of Modoc County was closed 
five months after he took possession of the office, and in the thirteen and a 
quarter months preceding this report he paid out $393 in attorneys’ fees. 


We also find from tirat report that the Kern Valley Bank was closed two/ 
and one-half months after he went into office, and in the fifteen and one-half | 


months he paid out in attorneys’ fees $25,170.78, 
In other words, for these three banks which went into liquidation after 


, Anderson’s term expired, Williams paid out in attorneys’ fees $28,771.13, and for 


the five banks in liquidation when he took charge (giving him the benefit of 
paying out no more per month than Anderson did,) $12,777.07, or a total in 


_gppecial attorneys’ fees of $41,548.20. 


In addition to that, he paid Mr. del.igne in those nineteen months $7600 
salary in addition to having several attorneys employed in his office, at salaries 
‘yanging from $200 to $300 per month. But omitting what he paid to the at- 
torneys employed directly in his office, what he paid to Mr. deLigne and for 
special attorneys’ fees in nineteen months, amounted to $49,148.20 as against 
$2343.30 in Anderson's fifteen months. 

Go a little further as to Mr. Williams's subserviency to Gov. Hiram and 
we find that as soon as Gov. Hiram’s son was admitted to the bar he became 
an attorney for these defunct banks, and he has been living at the political 
pie counter built by Gov. Johnson and Mr. Williams. Was there any method 
in this plan? Will Hiram say that that amendment was made in the interest 
of the people, or was it in the interest of Hiram and his family, including his 
jaw partner? The Bible says that he who provideth not for his family is 
worse than an infidel. Don’t accuse Hiram of being worse than an infidel, for 
he has provided for his family while the providing was good, and desires to 
continue. 

And don’t accuse Williams of ingratitude. The Bible also says: “Remem- 
ber now thy Creator in the days of thy youth.” Hiram created Williams as 
Bank Superintendent and jumped his salary 100 per cent. Williams probably 
could not have obtained a salary of $100 a month in any bank in California, 
owing to his utter lack of banking knowledge or experience. But with one. 
stroke of the pen Hiram made him a dictator to all the State banks, with a 
ealary twice that which he had ever received before. Williams is but a youth 
in the banking business, and he certainly remembered his creator in the days 
of hig youth. He not only remembered Hiram, but he remembered his family 
and his partner, and fed them at the public crib. And he is still feeding them. 
While so feeding them, he does not incur the displeasure of the Governor. He 
holds office at the pleasure of the Governor. He is sfill holding it, and we have 
no doubt that it affords the Governor great pleasure to see how his son and 
fis Jaw partner are stuffing their political stomachs with pojitical pie.

“The war is going to make a lot | 
of difference” is an expression that 
we hear constantiv. It undoubtedly 
will make a lot of difference in every 
branch of activity. even, comparative- 
ly speaking, in so humble,.one as the 
subject of woman's dress and adorn- 
ment. 

For over a century now France has 
been the originator of al! that was 
important in woman's dress and toi- 
let. The art of beauty culture grew 
up there; the first toilet creams and 
lotions were compounded in French 
laboratories: French silks and laces 
led the world, and the suceces of the 
French industries in the way of com- 
bining the products of their looms 
caused Paris to be accepted ag the 
arbitrator of the fashions.

Methods of little Advantage 
to the American Woman. 
There have been many attempts to 
break away from this control, as a 
rule futile. The Austrians showed that 
they could copy models cheaper than 
the French could produce them, but 
as originators they have never 
equaled the best designers of the 
French capital. The ready-to-wear 
trade erew up in America and 
achieved an enormous and legitimate 
success here. There is no country 
where the ready-made garments are 
fo smart. durable and well-fitting as 
in America, yet when it comes toe 
prdoucing individual designs and 
originating fashions, women showed 
a marked preference for French 
models. What ie the reason for this? 
No matter what the outcome or 
how long the duration of the Euro- 
pean war France for the moment is 
out of reckoning as 4 producer and 
exporter of woman's apparel and toi- 
let articles. What country will take 
its place’? My answer to this ques- 


‘ure; these had all been melted away

type. Her features are irreguiar, the 
complexion in most cases galiow and 
thick, the eyes, while brilliant, are 
not large, and the figure lacks curves 
and roundness. Yet, with all these 
deficiencies, she represents a charm- 
ing type of woman, and in many cases 
gives the illusion of beauty. 

The reason for this is that one | 
understands her type and works to 
express that onty. AH the extrava- 
gant beauty culture—the tinted pow- 
ders, colored wigs, drastic reducing 
treatments, the slinky walk and so on 
—-that has grown up since my last 
visit to France, has been in the di- 
rection of developing the exotic type 
of the French womien, not in improv- 
ing the appearance of women in gen- 
eral. 

Anglo-Saxon Type Needs More Natur- 
al Effects. 

The American woman is the exact 
antipode of the French woman. In 
spite of the mixture of races in this 
country, the type of feminine beauty 
remains Anglo-Saxon. The ideal of 
American beauty is a clear compiex- 
jon, showing both pink and white, 
large eyes, more often bive than 
dark, and brown or light hair. Ameri- 
can women of this generation, at 
least, are larger than French women, 
their figures are more developed and 
suggest greater physical strength and 
vigor. It is impossibie that such dif- 
ferent types should profit by the same 
line of treatment. 


Health Standard Lacking. 
The French woman does not care 


for natural effects ». with her 
metural effects are not good. Bite 
does not cere fer the-rosy cheeks 


that denote health, for they only em- 
phasize the heavimess of her skin: on 
the contrary, she prefers a deep, arti- 
ficial white, that gives an even color 
to the entire face. 

She again disregards the health 
standard by deliberately blackening 
the skin about the eves in the en- 
deavor to make the teo small orbs 
more full and appealing. 

The American skin needs a differ- 
ent treatment from the French skin: 
it is thinner, more delicate, more in- 
clined to dry and take on premature 
wrinkles. It needs more creams to 
keep it in condition and cannot stand 
the heavy powders and liquid prep- 
arations that the French use in such 
abundance. It is no exaggeration to 
say that the average American com- 
vlexion would be ruined before 20 
if it was subiected to the same treat- 
ment that the French woman uses to 
advantage. 


The same is true of the figure. The | 


only reducing method in this coyntry 
is the natural, scientific one—exer- 
cise and change and reduction of food. 
A figure brought to proper weight in 
this manner retains ite curves and 
its air of health and well being. — 


French Figure Becomes Fieshless. 

The fashion in France is extreme 
emaciation; hipless, bustiess, the 
women have simply been willowy sup- 
ports for the scanty, infantile style of 
dress that has been in vogue. A proof 
of the extent to which this craze has 
gone was shown when some of the 
new fashions were exhibited in the 
mid-summer. These gowns were on 
different lines, they contained -more 
fullness and the waists arranged so 
as to display the curves of the fig- 
ure. Alas, none of the professional 
models who are engaged to display 
gowns had any curves ieft to. the fig- 


by reducing ointments and strong | 
electric baths, and a new set of mod- 
els had to be engaged. 7 

The ideals of French girlhood and 
the education to which it is subjected 
is so different from that existing in 
America that we can hardly expect 
the same type of womanhood. The 
modern French girl has exquisite 
manners, she is well educated and 
cultured to her finger tips. but she 
has not the physical and mental! free- 
girl. You can- 
not fancy. them clothed in the same 
manner. 

These are only a few of the rea- 
sons that I have for believing that 
America will be able to originate its 
own fashions and that American 
women will only be benefited by a 
freedom from Paris dictation. 

Moreover, if the seat of fashion 
must leave Paris, I. believe it wil! 
come westward to these shores, that 
America, with ite growing knowledge 
of esthetics, with ite mixed popula- 
tion, is the logical successor of Paris 
as the world's center of feminine in- 
dustries.

His art has the 
Vitality of a man whose faculties so 
co-ordinate that they are rolled into 
one blazing stream of light called 
consciousness. He brings to his great 
art the blessing of clear sight. 


At Clune’s this last week, Griffith 
has been showing a picture called 
“The Avenging Conscience,” and I 
never saw anything, better illustrate 
the vision and the temperament of 
the true artist. 


The first thing that struck me was 
the man’s supreme love of all life, his 
reverent attitude toward all life and 
his blessed understanding of life’s 
lights and shadows. 


Griffith seems to possess a fascinat- 
ing appreciation of life’s swiftness, of 
its gladness that is like the poise of 
a humming-bird above the honey- 
suckle or like a swallow’s darting. 


It was joyous to note how his love 
of little things reminded us of the 
sweetness of life. There seemed to 
be nothing that he had overlooked. 
An innocent canary swung blithely in 
its. cage above the head of a youth 
whose sick brain and inflamed heart 
were upon murder Bent. And later, 
after the crime began to fill his brain 
with fever and fall with heavy brooa- 
ing upon his heart's unrest, an ow!

I notice that Griffith had not made 
the picture of a moon, but that he 
had caught the moods of the moon 
with all its silent silvern questioning, 
With all its soft appeal to hearts that 
love, with all its gentle madness. 

I saw, too, that he had understood 
the way of the wind, and of. things 
that bend in the wind. He had come 
upon the motion of that life which 
in its silence is more eloquent than 
all speech. 

Nor had he stopped with nature. 
This was but the beginning. All this 
for him had been but the background 
upon which he had reared the im- 
posing structure of a magnificent art. 
He had taken the most settled of al? 
genius and had combined the match- 
les§ Yyric loveliness of Edgar Alien 
Poe’s tender haunting verse. and 
united it with the abysmal darkness 
and woe of Poe's strange and search- 
ing prose fiction. Thus had he in- 
terpreted the poet and short story 
master in a picture piay of surpassing 
beauty and compelling horror. 

I have been a skeptic as to moving 
‘pictures because they seemed neither 
one thing nor the other, but a single 
film ‘by Griffith opens my eyes to pos- 
sibilities that must certainly claim in 
the end the respect and admiration of 
the world.

“It would seem from certain pub- 
lished reports,”’ Count Von Bernstorff 
continued, “that the destruction of 
this grand old edifice was the result 
of malice. This is ridiculous. I am pos- 
itive that the attack on the cathedral 
at Rheims was not willful. However, I 
believe this is a case of hyper-sym- 
pathy. For my part, I feel much more 
for the thousands of men who have 
sacrificed their lives, although I regret 
as much as any man the destruction 
of such a beautiful work of art.” 

BUT SLIGHTLY DAMAGED. 
[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 22 (via Lon- 
don, 3 p.m.)——-According to German 
papers received here, the cathedral of 
Rheims suffered but slightly during 
the recent German bombardment. 
These papers aver that no damage 
at all would have been done to the ca- 
thedral if the French troops had 
stayed away from it. 


GERMANS RESPECT

BUT FRENCH SOLDIERS IN THE

DRAL, NEVER.

BERLIN, Sept. 23 (via London, 
Sept. 23, 2:20 p.m.)—The headquar- 
ters staff, in further explanation of 
the bombardment of the cathedral of 
Rheims says: | | 

“Since September 20, when a white 
flag was hoisted in the steeple, the 
cathedral has been respected by our 
artillery. We soon - discovered that 
the French had used the steeple as a 
point for observation, which ¢éx- 
plained the good shooting of the 
French artillery. 

“It became necessary to remove the 
observation post, which removal was 
effected by shrapnel from the field 
guns. The fire of heavy artillery was 
not allowed and the bombardment 
ceased after the observation post was 
removed. We could see the steeples 
still standing. The exterior of the 
cathedral is still undaimsaged, but the 
reof has been destroved by fire. Our 
troops did no more damage than was 
absolutely necessary. The French

FRENCH PAPERS 
ARE VITRIOLIC. 


Comment on Germans Shows 
Extreme Bitterness. 


Declare Rheims Cathedral: 


Injury Unforgivable. — 


Invaders are Compared to 
Attila and Vandals. 


French papers have ceased to ar- 
rive in America. The last issue of the 
Temps to reach this country tells how 
the Belgians were intimidated by the 
Germans. “It was quite certain,” says 
the Temps, “that the German—most 
anxious to reach France in a hurry, 
did not mean seriously to occupy the 
extreme western part of Belgium— 
which was absolutely out of their 
natural field of action—but it is a 
Part of the German system to throw 
detachments of Uhlans in all direc- 
tions in order to terrorize the people 
——to put them in such a state of mind 
that they would be too frightened to 
offer any resistance. Now that this 
system is well understood—it will 
have no further effect. The Germans 


did not do so unprepared. They had 
figured out this war move long ago. 

“In a very interesting letter written 
by Mr. Arthur Raffalovich, the famous 
Russian economist, to the Journal des 
Pebats—this incident is cited. Dur- 
ing the first peace congress at The 
Hague in 1899—the first technica! 
German delegate was Col. Von S.— 
(who has since died as a general in 
the Boxer uprising at Peking.) ‘I 
attended the discussion over the ar- 
ticles governing the code of warfare 
and I remember the violence with 
which Col. S.—fought against the 
clauses for the protection of the peo- 
Ple in the territory actually: used for 
military purposes or occupied by op- 
posing forces.’ 

“Col. 8.—forseeing the present sit- 
uation—opposed all clauses tending to 
limit the rights of the invading party 
and it was with much regret, fearing 
to appear too stubborn, that he finally 
agreed to compromise. It is well to 
recall this valuable incident. 
shows that the Germans have not 
waited for the excitement of war to 
yield to violence. This spirit 
animates them in time of peace—and 
however little they are pressed. They 
eynically show their brutal propen- 
sities. 

“Now that we know where the 
trouble is, the remedy lies in our- 
selves. We must not lightly gather 
and spread the sinister influences that 
the Germans wish us to. We must 
not transform our homes, our clubs, 
our lobbies or. any place where people 
gather to talk especially about things 
they know nothing of into ‘Grands- 
Guignols’ where the greatest success 
belongs to him who can give the 
greatest thrill. Reject the false news 
and its impudent and stupid bearers. 
But this advice goes over the head of 
the common people and directs itself 
especially to the official world. On 


August 29 an order of M. Malvie, 


Secretary of the Interior, was pub- 
lished, warning all ‘prefets’ and ‘sons- 
prefets’ to remain coolly and calmly 
at their posts as an example to the 
people. 

“The most surprising thing is that 
it was necessary to remind these of- 
ficials of their simple duty. Without 
wishing to be too critical, since such 
is the order of the day, but for the 
last fifteen vears the administration 
must have had some queer recruits 
that such rather annoying incidents 
were possible. Here, as elsewhere, 
politics has caused trouble. Is it for 
this that we have given these offi- 
cials precedence over our military 
party? One‘should not generalize— 
for most of .our ‘prefets’ and ‘sons- 
prefets’ are very capable men and 
have already proven their courage. 
But even one faint-hearted one would 
be too much. There has been more 
than one failure, but up to. the 
present time only one has been pun- 
ished. The country holds the civf) 
heads responsible for their personne) 
as the military heads are held re- 
sponsible for their troops. And the 
best way to shield a set of officials 
who without doubt are mostly cour- 
ageous men, Is to “tamise the coward- 
lv ones who abandon and frighten 
the people they ought to comfort and 
protect.” 

FROM FRENCH PRESS. 

The ¥rench press exhausts itself in 
finding terms spfficiently violent to 
characterize the'‘destruction of Rheims 
Cathedral by the Germans. 

The Figaro concludes an article de- 
scribing the architectural glories thus 
demolished: 

“All this magnificence of immortal 


art is now only ruins, cinders, dust. 


Ah, the bandits!” 

L’Eclair says: “Attila? 
too boastful a title.” 

La Guerre Sociale begins its fervid 
comment thus: 

“Savages! Imbeciles! Surely the 
burned cathedral after sacked Lou- 
vain will be a fine advertisement of 
Jerman prowess for America and 
Italy.” 

Excelsior says: “We will not burn 
Cologne: we are no race of barbari- 
ans; but let us blot the German Em- 
pire from the earth.” 

The Matin remarks: “‘For the shat- 
tered cathedral France will bear 
mourning, but the Germans will bear 
shame.”’ 

L’Echo de Paris, a strong religious 
organ, which might Have been e«x- 
pected to be the bitterest in its Je- 
nunciations, takes this view: 

“It is better that shells should fall 
on the marvelous fabric than on our 
soldiers. Better destroy the works 
of French genius than the hands that 
made them. Let the finest monu-

POETRY OR PROSE? 


eim. The Century Company. New York. 
AMES OPPENHEIM takes himself al- 
together too seriously. He has burning 
intentions and no mean ability: he con- 
ceives that he is broadly humane and vastly 
sympathetic—he wants to be, and may be—~ 
is, for that matter; but also he is—not ex- 
actly shallow in his deepest places—but 

rather plumbs for depth where it is not. 


We have watched his work with consid- 
erable interest. He has the flame of genius 
but he needs a bellows. We like him, for 
he is serious, he struggles to burst bonds 
that he feels but cannot see. He has am- 
bition other than to make money. And this 
ambition has led him to produce “Songs of 
the New Age.” | 

We trust he will soon! outgrow this sort 
of thing. It doesn’t become him, and he 
should avoid making preposterous state- 
ments such as that recently issued declar- 
ing he has sought to “widen the area of 
expression, to come out of the repressed 
and soldered forms, to step into regions of 
more delicate and also more strident and 
colossal song,” and in which he also says 
this broken prose demands the highest ar- 
tigtry possible. At its very best it does not 
begin to demand the high artistry required 
in excellent blank verse or rhyme. 

He tried to explain that his songs are 
“exalted prose.” It isn’t. Much of it is 
better than Whitman’s, and that is no com- 
pliment at all. 

But Mr. Oppenheim has done nothing to 
“widen the area of expression”—he has 
simply put some excellent expressions and 
thoughts into a form that is very good prose 
broken into a Whitmanic doxology. If he 
wantg to use that form it is his privilege, 
but out of observance for his own self- 
respect he should not prate of opening up 
regions ‘‘of more delicate and also miore 
strident and colossal song” with such a 
hybrid form of prose and poetry. Mr. Op- 
penheim doesn’t impress us as being a man 
too big for the conventions and established 
form of expression in either prose or poetry. 
Whitman adopted his form largely because 
of laziness—-Mr. Oppenheim presumably 
through vanity—because he thinks himself 
too big for conventions and needs to open 
up regions, etc. 

The “Songs” are eminently worthy of at- 
tention—that is, many of them. This— 
“The Runner in the Skies”—is one of the 
most poetic in the volume: 

“Who is the runner in the skies, 

With her blowing scarf of stars, é 

And our earth and sun hovering like bees 
about her blossoming? 

Her feet are on the winds, where space is 
deep, 

Her eyes are nebulous and veiled, 

She hurries through the night to a far 
lover.” 

But I submit that with all of its beauty 
of thought and choice wording, it sounds 
much like a literal translation. 

This from “Love and Marriage” is typi- 


eal: 

“The love of man for woman and woman 
for man, 

It is not often love. 

When the married couple kiss do they drink 
the music of each other’s souls, 

Are they moved to unspeakable reverence 
and adoration, 

Would thy renounce the world for the good 
of the beloved” 

No, kisses are become to them a routine 
and a duty. 

They find each other's bodies at midnight 
as they find breakfast in the morning,

As Old Will's fight against 
the granite was hopeless, so was his son's 
battle against the drunkenness of the vil- 
lage—a drunkenness encouraged by the 
parson who owns an interest in one of the 
taverns. None understood the boy’s cour- 
age or his purpose. Edith, the pallid 
maiden of dreams, might have done so— 
but she hesitated too long and placed her 
love where it was wasted; Patience under- 
stood nothing but that women are attractive 
in gewgaws, and her sister, Temperance, 
alone made the futile little protest against 
the callousness of men and the heartless- 
ness of the “powers that be”—and Mark 
Yeo went to an undramatic, pathetic and

THE LOVES OF MANY PEOPLE. > 
THE RAFT. . By Coningsby Dawson. Henry Holt 
& Co... New York. 
VERYONE who knows anything about 
E recent fiction at all knows of “The 
Garden Without Walls’”—the delicious 
novel which Mr. Dawson, as we have said 
before, ended before the story was finished. 
And it’ doesn’t need the name on the title 
page to tell that “The Raft” is by the same 
author. “The Garden Without Walls,” ex- 
cept for its abrupt end, seems the more per- 
fect and truly the more poetic, but his latest 
novel is worthy of attention. 

“The Raft” is the story of two women, 
their husbands and their children. And the 
women, as Jehane says to Nan in the days 
before they are married, feel: “We're two 
girls adrift on a raft and we can’t swim. 
Over there’s the land of marriage with al! 
of the little children, the homes and the 
husbands; we've no means of getting to it. 
Unless some of the men see us and put off 
in their boats to our rescue, we'll be caught 
in the current of years and swept out into 
the hunger of mid-ocean. But they’re too 
busy to notice us. Oh, dear!” 

And as the months go by they bring Nan 
into a marriage with the man whom Jehane 
loves. And Billy and Nan prosper and are 
happy. Jehane marries a gallant officer who 
goes away and gets shot for his country’s 
good, leaving his wife with a baby girl, a 
scant income, and a yearning for the love of 
a strong man. 

The strong man doesn’t come, but Ocky 
Waffles does. He “was like a jerry-bullt 
house. The angels who made him had 
scampéd their work.” Ocky is pathetic, but 
scarcely arouses sympathy. He tries to de- 
ceive himself into believing that he is a 
financier, and to deceive his wife into the 
same belief, takes money that is not his 
own and brings humiliation upon Jehane, 
who is already bitterly jealous of Nan’s 
prosperity, happiness and attractive chil- 
dren. ; 

The children soon crowd their parents in- 
to the background of the book’s interest. 
Peter, who is “Peterfish,’ and Kay, the 
darling sister, are the wonderful children 
Mr. Dawson knows so well and describes 
so attractively. Jehane’s brood—excepting 
Glory—show the effect of the grosser clay. 

The loyalty of Peter to the outlawed 
Ocky; the amusing drunkenness of Mr. 
Grace, the cabby; the bitter-sweet 
periences of love that Peter finds in mature 
youth, are but a few of the incidents that 
carry the book forward after the affairs of 
the parents become secondary. 

In places “The Raft” too strongly re- 
sembles Mr. Dawson's previous novel, but 
one is inclined to overlook the duplication

ODAY’S DAUGHTER” its a tortuous 
T problem novel. It doesn’t solve any- 

thing, and it only raises the dinned- 
if-our-ears enigmas about the duties and 
privileges of modern women. Today’s daugh- 
ters may be having an embarrassing time of 


it in arranging their social, political and 


economical adjustment—as Mrs. Bacon at- 
tempts to show us—but that’s a poor excuse 
for writing a novel of no particular merit 
on the question. 

At 30, Lucia Stanchon wakes up and be- 
gins to take an interest In life. She goes 
in for prison reform despite the pleading of 
her father—supposed to be the “old-fash- 
loned” man. The work goes along for a 
time with Lucia flying high with hope—the 
wings of hope are broken and down she 
flutters into the heart of a man—reduced 
to that prosaic and often intolerable condi- 
tion known as marriage. 

“Today’s Daughter” is “dreadfully” full of 
purpose. It is also full of other young wom- 
en with problems of today to solve—es- 
pecially those who marry. Mrs. Bacon has 
something of a disrespect for men—a worth- 
less lot—not all of them, perhaps, but great 
numbers. These worthless men also con- 
tribute largely ‘to the problems of other 
men's daughters. | 

The book is not well constructed. The 
plot bumps over the rocky road of care- 
less—or at least indifferent—construction. 
The author seems to have been more inter- 
ested in getting in a synopsis of women’s 
troubles than in getting in the workman- 
ship that would make those troubles inter 
esting. 

Lucia is an interesting character, lively 
and all that—but her kind of jealousy 
doesn’t befit one oe been abstractly 
doing her kind of work. 

In fact, “Today’s Daughter” airs all the 
little grievances, annoyances and incipient 
tragedies common to tnmarried and married 
life. Work, marriage of various kinds— 
there being marriage of convenience, mar- 
riage of despair, marriage of love—revaits 
against the family, divorcee, “the custody “of 
the child,” and almost everything in fact 
that an unhappy woman might have expe 
rienced. 

But the book is not weak —it is poorly 
constructed. Mrs. Bacon mak herself 
clear, surprisingly clear, and the govel will 
no doubt be read with avidity and appre- 
ciation by great numbers of the daughters 
of today—most of whom need solutions for 
their troubles, not portrayals of them.

PROTECTING THE 
ADOLESCENT 


BY EDWARD HUNTINGTON WIL- 
LEAMS, MD. 

“It is a great comfort to me,” said 
a professor in a Kansas university re- 
cently, “to know that my son, who 
will be 21 next month, has never seen 
a saloon. That is my reason for ad- 
vocating prohibition.” 

Without raising the pvint that sons 
are usually far more sophisticated than 
parents suspect, or that fathers, are, at 
best, prejudiced observers, there is 
food for serious thought in the atti- 


tude of this Kansas professor. 

The idea that protection for adoles- 
cents may be secured by ignorance is 
an old one, attractive from many 
angles. But the correctness of any 
theory must be determined by the acid 
test of practical results. Kansas has 
been putting a theory into practice for 
more than thirty years—more than 
the span of one generation. No place 
in Christendom ever made more 
concerted, protracted and sincere at-

Nebraska, which is closely similar int 
every particular except that adoles- 
cents have been denied the “protec- 
tion” of prohibition. The elaborate re- 
porte of the Census Bureau, just is- 
sued, afford a means of absolutely im- 
partial comparison. 

Take the question,of enlightenment 
as measured by illiteracy. The gov- 
ernment reports show that at the 
close of the census period there were 
18,009 persons over 10 years of age 
in Nebraska who could not read and 
write—1.9 per cent. of the total pop- 
ulation. In Kansas there were 28,- 
$68, or 2.2 per cent. It appears. 
therefore, that although a higher 
percentage of Kansas youths are 
theoretically tgnorant about saloons, 


books and schoolhouses. 


The record for pauperism is scarce- 
ly more flattering. The census report 
shows that Nebraska has only fifty- 
one almshouses with 551 #£=inmates, 
while Kansas has seventy-four similar 
institutions occupied by 735 inmates. 

One should not, of course, be too 
ready to judge the economic condi- 
tion of a State by its poorhouses, for 
some communities take better care 
of their paupers than others. Yet the 
number of paupers in any community 
is always significant, and offers at 


least confirmatory evidence. When, 
therefore, the government reports 
show that, in addition to more 


paupers, Kansas has also more mort- 
gaged farms, the evidence that the 
Nebraskans are more thrifty than the 
Kansans seems-most convincing. The 
relative proportion of these  in- 
cumbered farms is: Kansas, 44.8; 
Nebraska, 39.4. 

No one questions the close relation- 
ship between degeneracy and alcoholic 
abuses. One condition is an index to 
the other. Certain forms of de- 
feneracy, such as the insanities, are 
directly dependent upon dissipation. 
And this form of degeneracy is 
recorded more accurately in all States 
than any other class of ailments. 

When we find, therefore, that the 
government statistics supported by the 
Kansas State reports show that Kan- 
sas has more insane per capita than 
Nebraska, and that the number of 
cases of dissipation-produced insani- 
ties is higher in Kansas (the propor- 
tion is 13 to 11, as given officially,) 
the record seems most significant. 

It may be pointed out, since mental 
diseases are pre-eminently conditions 
of adult life, that Kansas’ bad insan- 
ity record does not refute directly 
the professor's contention that adoles- 
cents are protected by the absence of 
saloons. It does indicate, however, 
that such protection produced no 
lasting effect—that the unsophisti- 
cated boys yielded to temptation 
when they became men with consid- 
erable more ardor than their neigh- 
bors in Nebraska. 

But there are other State and gov- 
ernment statistics which prove con- 
clusively that the youths of Kansas 
are not completely protected by the 
absence of public drinking places. 
If they were, the records for juve- 
nile delinquency should show de- 
cidedly in her favor. In point of 
fact, her record is distressingly bad 
when compared with the records of 
Nebraska and several other States. 
There are, indeed, no less than twen- 
ty-six States in the Union that have 
fewer prisoners and juvenile delin- 
quents than Kansas, some of them 
larger and some smaller than this 
Middle Western State. 

Making the comparison with Ne- 
braska, however, it develops that the 
census report, and the official State 
documents, record 1971 £4prisoners 
and juvenile delinquents in Kansas, 
while Nebraska has only 789—in 
short, that Kansas has more than 
twice as many as Nebraska. Even 
after making allowance for Kansas’ 
greater population, the proportion is 
still about two to one in Nebraska's 
favor. 

Here is a test that seems absolute- 
ly conclusive. For dissipation is the 
prime factor in the production of 
crime; and the number of criminal 
delinquents in any community is an 
index to the community’s sobriety. 
nsas has twice as many delinquents 
per capita as Nebraska. And since 
she has also more mortgages, pau- 
pers and insane, it is evident that the 
people of Kansas taken collectively 
are poorer, more depraved, and more 
degenerate than those of her sister 
State—that she makes a decidedly 
worse showing in conditions. for which 


So that, although the asser- 
tion of the Kansas professor that “the 
young men in his State grow to man- 
hood without ever seeing a saloon,” 
may be true, it is evident that they 
find a very effective substitute. 

“I have been in Topeka, a city of 
45,000, for six and one-half years," 
writes Mr. H. C. Bowman, a mem- 
ber of the Kansas State Board of 
Control, “and have been around the

But, since Topeka admits officially 
that $0,000 quarts of liquor = § were 
shipped into the city in one month 
recently, and that there were more 
than 500 arrests for drunkenness last 
year, “there must be places where 
you can go in and buy it, or else 
where you can buy it without going 
in,” as a humorist points out. 


One need not confine his observa- 
tions to comparisons between Kansas 
and Nebraska, however, although the 
comparison is most pertinent because 
of the striking similarity between 
these two States. The record of the 
United States as a whole offers evi- 
dence quite as convincing. 


It is asserted on good authority 
that in rather more than 70. per cent. 
of the area of this country the legal 
sale of liquor is prohibited, and even 
the liquor interests admit that the 
number of places in which intoxicants 
may be sold legally has decreased by 
half. Yet the annual per capita con- 


sumption of liquor has more than 
doubled in the last eignteen years, 
and increased nearly = sixfold since 


1850. The diseases for which dissi- 
pation ig directly responsible, and 
the number of delinquents, have also 
shown a steady increase. But the 
census reports do not show that the 
license States have exceptionally bad 
records. The territories where saloons 
are prohibited contributed their full 
quota, Kansas not excepted. 

Thus we find that the records for 
greater and lesser homicides, major 
and minor assaults, and rape,—a claas 


of crimes pre-eminently assdciated 
with dissipation—are anything but 
flattering. For the census reports 


show Kansas had 285 convictions for 
these crimes during the same year 
that Nebraska had only 164; Iowa, 
299; Minnesota, 221; North Dakota, 
91; South Dakota, 76. Kansas was 
surpassed, however, by her neighbor 
on the south, Oklahoma, where there 
were 393 convictions. But Oklahoma 
is also a prohibtion State. 

Here again it may be pointed out 
that, since these statisti.s are for 
crimes usually committed by adults, 
they do not necessarily refute the 
Kansan's statement that the adoles- 
cents are afforded unusual protection. 
But a glance at the section of the 
census report devoted to juvenile de- 
tinqguents and reformatories shows 
that Kansas not only had more of 
these youthful offenders than Ne- 
braska (434 to 133,) but more per 
capita than any of the western rural 
States, such as Iowa, Minnesota, 
North and South Dakota, Oklahoma 
and Texas. 

It appears, therefore, that the 
theory that adolescents are protected 
by prohibtion does not bear the “acid 
test, of practical results. In* peint of 
fact this theory is no longer held by 
«competent observers. The belief that 
boys and girls are protected by false 
representations, and ignorance, is a 
relic of mediaevalism. It is a monk- 
ish conception which has been per- 
petuated largely by our maternal 
srandparents. But cloistered boys, 
and convent-trained girls do not ex- 
hibit more exalted standards of mor- 


ality later in life than thése who 
have not been immured during 
adolescence. 


This fact has impressed itself upon 
persons from every walk of life who 
are interested in the popular eugenics 
movement. And, whatever the rem- 
edy favord by each particular advo- 
cate, all agree that success must come 
from publicity and education rather 
than secrecy and ignorance. ° 

The same principle applies to al- 
coholism. It is absolutely impossible 
to remove the evidences of this vice 
that obtrude themselves everywhere. 
And it is far better to develop the 


type of boys that can look these un- 
avoidable temptations Squarely in thé 
face and resist them, than the kind 
that must depend upon 
and averted faces 
power.

IN ART WORLD. 


iF Suffering a Great Setback, 
Pianist Says.

Donahue Returns from Long 
* Tour of Study. 


Describes Pathetic Situation 
Now in Europe. é 


A pathetic picture of the havoc 
which will be wrought in the world of 
art as a result of the European war 
ig that described yesterday by Lester 
Donahue, the ‘young pianist, wel! 
known in Southern California, whe 
has just returned from Europe. He 
is now at home with his mother, Mrs. 
Charies Donahue, at No. 682 Burling- 
ton avenue. Fie spent three years 
studying the piano in Berlin, under 
the tutelage of Rudolph Ganz, and 
Prof. Martin Krause. . 
2 “Practically all the great German 
artists, whether in music or other 
lines, have had to go to the front and 
ft is a pitiful thing to think of the 
loss to the world of art which must 
result from the many whose lives are 
in danger of being snuffed out during 
the conflict,” said Mr. Donahue. “It 
will set Germany back probably 100 
years in the arts, as well as in the 
sciences, and she held a prominent 
position in these regards. 

“What makes it all the more 
pathetic is that the war followed a 
period when art in Germany reached 
probably its greatest height. The sea- 
son which had just been passed 
j threugh was declared to have been 
the best in the history of Berlin. The 
Kaiser had set aside two weeks in 
June for a special festival embracing 
all branches of art. Among the fea- 
tures was the wonderful spectacle, 
"The Miracle,’ staged under the direc- 
tien of Max Reinhardt. This was to 
Be presented in New York this season, 
but it is doubtful if this plan will be 
realized. 

“The one bright spot in the situa- 
tion is that America will greatly bene- 
fit in artistic lines. New York now is 
becoming the center of artists. They 
are simply flocking to this country, 
not alone in search of employment, 
but to study, as well. 

“Despite the war situation, the 
Charlottenburg and Royal Opera- 
houses in Berlin opened during the 
latter part of my stay in the city. I 
left September 2. Although I did 
not attend any of the performances 
I understcad that most of the artists 
were foreign. Two of the dramatic 
playhouses also were opened. At 
that time Germany was having 
marked success in the conflict, and 
the theaters were packed.” 

At the time the war broke out Mr. 
Donahue, with a youthful companion, 
Louis Cornell of New York, was 
spending his vacation in Sweden. Like 
Many others who were not in the 
midst of the active preparations for 
the conflict, he had not taken the 
rumblings of war very seriously. 

However. when it became apparent 
that a general war was imminent, the 

ng men hastened to return to Ber- 
in to secure their effects. They were 
forced to undergo many  inconve- 
niences en route, and beheld alleged 
tpies taken out to be shot. 

They had less inconvenience get- 
7 ting from Berlin to the sea coast. 

. They bided their time in the Germin 
city, until they were able to obtain 
accommodations on the steamer Pots- 
dam, on which they sailed from Hot- 
terdam. 

“The day we left Berlin the city 
was in quite a state of excitement,” 
said Mr. Donahue.

ROTECTING A 
BIG SPUD CROP. 


FIVE CARLOADS OF INFECTED 
POTATOES CONDEMNED. 


Stockton and Sacramento Dis- 
tricts Somewhat Harmed by Tuber 
Moth, which Threatens to Destroy 
One of the Big Industries of Cali- 
fornia—Colorado’s Experience. 


With the idea of preventing the 
spread of the tuber moth, a danger- 
ous little pest that threatens the fu- 
ture of one of California's great in- 
id dustries—— potato growing — County 
Pe Horticultural Commisioner Wood, 
, during the past week has condemned 
five cars of spuds coming from the 
Stockton and Sacramento River dis- 
tricts, where the moth has made the 
greatest inroads so far in the State. 

These potatoes were infected either 

with the larvae or the worms which 
get into the potato itself through the 
junction of the stalk or through one 
of the many eyes. They can be car- 
ried about in the sacking, the stalks or 
im any of the packing that may be 
m@eed for spuds, and since the eggs are 
fertile for two years, the danger is 
mot always immediate, but may arise 
‘months after infection by the gray- 
ish-brown moth. 
- Dealers feel that the inspectors of 
the Horticultural Commission have 
Been too severe in refusing to allow 
the sale of the spuds, but at the same 
time they feel that this will event- 
| wally lead to eradication of a pest 
+i | that might cause several million dol- 
lars worth of damage in the long run, 
as did the potato blight in the fa- 
mous Greely potato fields of Colorado, 
which for a number of years past 
have had to lie idle while remedies 
afe being perfected. Had stringent 
| Precautions been taken upon discov- 
ery of the blight, the principal Colo- 
rage producing section would today 
hold its place among the foremost 
shipping districts. 

The possibility of higher prices for 
epuds on account of the tuber moth 
In this State is apparent. despite the 
fmmense vield this year. All past rec- 
erds of potato production have been

10,000,000 bushels of potatoes have 
been raised in the State. The Stock- 
ton district alone is claiming 4,000,000 
Sacks taken from more than 40,000 
acres given to potato culture. About 
a third of the river district crop has 
already been consumed. 
Last year the total production of 
the State was only 5,000,000 sacks. 
One of the outcomes of the tuber 
moth campaign has been a strict in- 
spection of all spuds that are being 
shipped out of the State and severa! 
States have declared a complete boy- 
cott of California potatoes until such 
time as proof can be given that the 
danger has been averted. ee 
One of the effects of the moth dis- 
covery and the activity against it, has 
been the early importation of Idaho 
potatoes. Last week the first car of 
spuds from that State were received 
and these came nearly a month ahead 
of the date of arrival in previous 
years. Some of the local dealers 
have made arrangements to handle 
large consignments of Idaho and 
Utah stock, while the usual business 
in Washington and Oregon potatoes 
will be several weeks in advance of 
the regular date.

Supplies Motive. 


Big Parade and Street Danc- 
ing to be Features. 


Opera and Film Artists to 
Join in Festivities. 


Hollywood is to celebrate the turn- 
ing on Friday of the first cluster 
lights to be installed in its streets 
with a big entertainment, including 
a parade, free comedy entertainment, 
dramas, exhibitions by trained ani- 
mals and a real Wild West show. 

Four platforms to be erected along 
Cahuenga avenue will provide the 
staging for the various entertain- 
ments. One of the entertainers se- 
cured is Miss Gordena Bennett, grand- 
daughter of a noted opera impresario 
and herself a former leading lady for 
the Bucharest Opera Company. 

The evening entertainment’ will 
start at 6:30 o'clock, with a pa- 
rade on North Highland avenue to 


Hollywood boulevard and on to Ca- 
huénga avenue under the glare of 
searchlights to be stationed at various 
vantage points. Bands, decorated 
automobiles, floats, animals and mo- 
tion-picture cowboys will take part 
in the parade. 

After the parade Cahuenga avenue 
will be the center of attraction. On 
one of the four platfdérms there will 
be comedy entertainment; another 
will be given up to boxing bouts; a 
third to music and the drama, and a 
fourth to trained animal entertain- 
ment. 

The Wild West show will be staged 
by a film company in a ring 100 feet 
in circumference. There will also be 
a side show.

Special lighting on Cahuenga ave-

CHOPS WAY TO HOUSES 
IN DOING GOOD WORK. 


SMALL and unassuming woman 
A is Miss Donaldina Cameron, but 

she is regarded as a terror by 
Chinese criminals on the Coast. Dur- 
ing the seventeen years that she has 
been superintendent of a mission in 
San Francisco’s Chinatown she has 


directed operations which resulted in 
the liberating of ‘about 1000 Chinese 
girls and young women from = two 
kinds of slavery—morai and domestic. 
Miss Cameron’s methods are both 
spectacular and effective. Most of 
her excursions are made at night in- 


town. Her assistants are armed with 
revolvers, axes and crowbars. Often 
it is necessary for her stalwart nelp- 
ers to chop through the barriers erect- 
ed by the slave owners. 

Chinese criminals pay $3000 to 
$4000 for the young woman siaves and 
the high price makes the men go to 
extreme lengths to protect their 
“property” from seizure. The do- 
mestic slaves are children under 14 
years of age, ‘and they sell on the 
market for $200 to $500. When the 
domestic slaves grow older they are 
usually sold into the other kind of 
bondage. 

“For years the immigration author- 
ities have been trying.to suppress the 
slave traffic,”” Miss Cameron said yes- 
terday at the Hollenbeck. “The 
slaves are smuggled into the country 
or brought tn as the daughters of 
merchants and other Chinese who 
have the privilege of remaining here. 
“Always we have been handicapped 
in our work by the lack of co-opera- 
tion on the part of the rescued slaves. 
Usually ‘they are in terror of their 
former owners and refuse to testify 
against them in court. They can't 
realize the meaning of personal free- 
dom. 

“For the first time in the history of 
our work a Chinese young woman 
recently testified in court against her 
former owner. We received a tip 
from a secret source and rescued her 
at midnight. There were double 
doors into the room where she was 
kept and my helpers had to chop 
through a wall. We found her guard- 
ed by several Chinese men and 
women. 

“After we rescue the slates we 
keep them in the mission and help 
them get a start in life. Most of 
them, in time, marry respectable Chi- | 
nese men and are established in a 
comfortable home. Othera become 
teachers, trained nurses, interpreters 
or domestics.” 

Not all of Miss Cameron's work is 
confined to San Francisco. She told 
of a thrilling rescue recently in San 
Jose. 

“A Chinese merchant called at the 
mission two days before he satled for 
China and told me about a siave gir! 
in San Jose. He described the loca- 
tion of the place where she was de- 
tained and said to watch out for a 
secfet passage.

FIND HIGHWAY ROUTE. 


Niland Delegation Reports Plan to 
Link Imperial and Palo Verde Val- 
leys to be Entirely Feasible. 
[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 
NILAND, Oct. 3.—Efforts to discov- 
er a feasible stage road route between 
Niland in Imperial Valley and the 
Palo Verde Valley by penetrating the 
Chocolate Hills have met with ap- 
parent success on the part of repre- 
sentatives of the Niland Chamber of 
Commerce. A delegation consisting 
of Ed Henderson, Tom Hobgood and 


F. L. Stevens has succeeded ... 2g0ti- 
ating the passes intersecting the old 
Butterfield trail. This historic road, 
now almost forgotten, was used by the 
stage coaches during the days of the 
prospector between El Paso and Los 
Angeles. 

One of the peculiar discoveries re- 
ported to have been made on _ this 
road was the presence of a flat ridge 
on one side, along which mounted 
guards used to ride beside the stage 
te protect gold, mail and passengers. 
The water holes, which are said to be 
numerous, have a history all their. 
own. One well Known as the 
“Chuckawalia,”” was eunk itn 1856 by 
Gen. Fremont when he built the old 
military road into the. Chuckawalla 
country. 

The delegation states that a service- 
able road could be developed over the 
ground it traversed. It suggests this 
hill ridge as a possible route for the 
Phoenix road race, as it offers a 
chance to avoid the Mammoth Wash. 
The Chamber of Commerce has au- 
thorized a path-finding expedition by 
automobile over the same road.

HAS BIG KICK. 


Realty Board Turns Light on 


Special Assessments. 


Committee Holds Owners are 
Imovosed Upon. 


Present “High - handedness” 
Held Tlegal. 


The Los Angeles Realty Board has 
undertaken the thorough investiga- 
tion and ventilation of one of the most 
trying of the municipal problems con- 
fronted by the people of this city, 
namely that of special assessments. 
The board recently appointed.a com- 
mittee headed by Sidney L. Briggs, as 
chairman, and comprising also H. H. 
Cotton, Lawrence B. Burck, Beénja- 
min E. Page, George W. Dickinson 
and Harold 8S. Cook, to study and re- 
port upon the situation. 

This committee has had two meet- 
ings. Its most important find to date 
has been that many of the complaints 
made against the special assessment 
system as conducted here are rectified 


being enforced. Unofficially, the com~- 
mitteemen have announced that they 
believe the whole system cumbersome 
and in need of revision. The commit- 
tee held a conference several days azo 


and Arthur M. Ellis, ah attorney, and 
immediately hereafter submitted a 
special report to the Realty Board. 

The committee cites in its report 
the fact that an ordinance, known as 
No. 29.977, approved May 26, of the 
present vear, provides that owners aré 
to be notified on their tax bille of the 
existence of all liens for puDlic time 
provements. As the result of the urg- 
ings of the investigators, it is ; 
such notifications will appear on the 
forthcoming tax notices. 

Many taxpayers have complained in 
the past few years that they were re- 
ceiving no notification of special as- 
sessment levies. Some have Had their 
properties sold over their heads be- 
fore they have discovered. their. ape- 
clal assessment Indebtedness. In Many 
instances properties so co 
have been reclaimed only through the 
payment of heavy redemption charges. 
Some owners have lost their holdings, 
it is declared. Innumerable compli- 
cations in real estate transactions have 
arisen from the fact that sp as- 
sesaments constituted a lien against 
pronerty. 

The committee calls attention to the 
fact that the refusal of the municipal 
authorities to accept money for the 
release of special assessment liens, 
thereby forcing the property owner to 
an endless amount of trouble-in hunt- 
ing up the contractor or contractors 
who made the improvements. is Con- 
trary to definite legal provisions for 
the accommodation of the public. Sec- 
tion 10 (Statutes of 1913, page 407) 
declares that the Board of Public 
Works “is authorized at any time to 
receive the amount due upon any as- 
sessment lien and warrant tssued by 
it. and give a good and sufficient dis- 
charre therefor.” The money, say ihe 
committeemen,. can be paid in “direct- 
ly to the assessment clerk and He 
be required to release the assesamen 
in the record book immediately, with- 
out recourse to any office or to the 
contractor, by an owner.” 

A property owner, it is found by. 
the committee, cannot under section 
12 of the Vrooman Act. be sued by a 
contractor when it can be proven that 
he has not been given notification of 
assessments due. The act. which is 
decisred to have been a Gead letter 
in the statutes, provides that the con- 
trector cannot recover attorney's fees 
unless suit is brought “after one year 
from the date of the assessment, or 
after personal demand has been made 
unon the owner.” The statutes of 
191% (pace 408) reovire the demand 
to be made In weitine and to be 
eerved personaliv noon the owner, and 
that the proof of the service be made 
bv affidavit. as tn the ceee of a sum- 
mons in civil action. The Realty 
Roard committee asserts that this law, 
if enforced. would have done away 
with a great deal of the alleged high- 
handedness of contractors on pubiie 
improvements under special assess- 
ments. 

Another law ‘Statutes of 1913. nage 
849.) the committee finds. declares - 
that the lien of a street bond can be 
removed by the owner at anv time 
without the consent of the holder of 
the bond. The owner is obliged to 
nav two veara’ interest on the unvald 
principe! for the privilewe of taking 
up the bonds. and vron doing so can 
remove all liens. This l*w, too, Is 
said to have been abused. 

The committee expects within the 
next few weeks to evolve some new 
and better plan for levving special 
taxes and to submit it to the con- 
sideration of the Reattv Board and 
other organizations. WLeter ft hopes 
te he able to draft satisfactory legis- 
jative bills to be presented at the next 
general Assembly.

MINING FIELD. 


Much New Capital for This 
State's Properties. 


Rich Strike Reported in 
Providence Mines. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 

SACRAMENTO, Oct. 2.—The month 

of September recorded extensive im- 

_ provements at many of the gold pro- 
ducers in the State, and the reopening 
of numerous properties long idle. The 
fact that many of these mines are 
free-gold properties, making them in- 
dependent of a possible cyanide short- 
age, Constitutes an immense advantage 
that has been promptly appreciated by 
investors. 

It is evident that California gold 
mining is more prosperous at present 
than any time sincé the laws against 
the dyraulic mines cut down the an- 
nual production of gold from $30,000.- 
000 to less than $12,000,000. And 
much of the new capital is coming 
from below the Tehachepi. 

The Seneca Consolidated Company, 
largely composed of Los Angeles and

Extension Stock in Demand in 
Spite of Litigati Tonopah Min-

A.: Glad to hear from you. The 


+sample is in part tremolite. . Lime, 


silica, magnesia and iron protoxide 
in traces only, with traces of man- 
ganese protoxide, fluoric acid, alu- 
mina, water and strontia. The sample 
has a value as specimen matter for 
collections, ete., and the locality 
should be carefully prospected. 

‘Any and all crystallized minerals at 
the locality should be tested. 


Iron and Antimony. 


REDLANDS, Sept. 5.—Q.: I am 
sending you under separate cover four 
samples of rock from Kernville way. 
I wish to find out what they are, and 
if they carry anything valuable. 
Would. you think it would pay to 
work the ores? The railroad is forty- 
five or fifty miles from the prospects. 
No. 1 is a small vein running up and 
down a vein of No. 2. No. 1 smells 
like sulphur when it is first broken 
off. No. 2 is very hard to break, and 
is in small and big chunks, and im- 
bedded in granite that is decomposed 
and it is filled with small veins of 
No. 1. The mining boys in that coun- 
try do not know what to call it. No. 
3 is from a small vein running diag- 
onally through Nos. 1 and 2, and 
runs off in the granite. I tested it 
for gold and did not find a trace. The 
above ‘three samples are found about 
five miles northwest of Kernville. No. 
4 is found on the far side of the 
Greenhorn Mountains, and is what I 
take to be antimony, and in a gas 
flame it melts and runs; after it cools 
it looks the same as it did before, 
crystallizes. 1 remain hoping your 
answer will make me feel “like a 
million-dollar guy.” You may pub- 
lish my name in full if to. 


A.: Glad to hear from you. No. 1 
is limonitic (iron oxide) with iron 
sulphate present and trace of anti- 
mony oxide. It does smell like nau- 
seous sulphur. Just taste it awhile! 
No. 2 is practically of same chemical 
composition as No. 1. No. 23 is im- 
pure quartz, carrying iron oxides and 
mica. No. 4 is stibnite (antimony 
sulphide) and it is high-grade anti- 
mony ore. The samples, Nos. 1, 2 
and 3, are of a very discouraging 
nature; especially so when gold is ab- 
sent, and so far from railroad. The 
antimony ore, if in sufficient quan- 
tity, will pay to develop. 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 5.—Q.: I 


~——No. 1 being a surface outcrop, No. 
2 having been cut at a depth of forty- 
five feet and both samples are from 
a new mineral belt in Nevada. Those 
associated with me believe that pos- 
sibly both, but especially No. 2, carry 
other than gold and silver of which 
we are aware.

A.: Both samples are impure 
quartz, No. 1 shows microscopical 
quartz crystals, on one side of speci- 
men, with trages of iron oxides in 
part pseudomorphic after pyrite. No 
free gold was obsrved under the 
glass. Lead sparingly present. No. 
2 carries some aluminum silicate, with 
pyrite sparingly disseminated through- 
out the mass. | 

The behavior of both samples by 
dry methods indicated volatile mat- 
ter very much on the order of tellu- 
rium, but, trying out, we observed 
antimony and bismuth traces. Tellu- 
rium absent. 

Naturally we could not advise you 
to proceed quantitatively; that is a 
matter under the control of the man- 
ager of your mine, and both samples 
wre tested for tungsten with nega- 
ti. results. 


Lime and Silica. 

KINGMAN (Ariz.) Sept. 5.—Q.: I 
inclose herewith samples Nos. 1 and 
2, both from same place in the vicin- 
ity of Signal, this county; the ma- 
terial having been sent me by a 
friend with the request’ that I have 
it “assayed,” inform him of the re- 
sults and let him know how much 
Iam out.

ETTING BUSY 
AGAIN IN EAST. 


OIL INDUSTRY IS NOW STEADILY 
LIVENING UP. 


Signs Point to More Rapid Im- 
provement in Near Future—Re- 
finers Report Increase in Orders. 
Business in the Far East not 


That the eastern ojl situation has 
taken on a far more optimistic tone 
in the past few weeks is indicated in 
the following:«recent editorial in the 
ON City Derrick. Although it deals 
particularly with conditions in the 
East it has an indirect bearing on the 
California industry: 

The oil industry is steadily but 
slowly resuming business. The first 
movement must of course come from 
its marketing end. It was there the 
dam was put up that backed the oil 
to the producer’s well. Refineries 
were obliged to curtail operations, 
pipe lines could not deliver petro- 
leum and it filled their storage capa- 
city. The producers were the last to 
check work, but not wholly. Some of 
them have continued their activity 
during the dull times. In the Cush- 
ing pool especially, work has been 
kept up and large wells completed 
which have increased the total out- 
put of that field. Only for the wanton 
waste of a valuable product, the sug- 
gestion by many to go ahead and 
drill the field up quickly so the trade 
would know the worst, was not ill- 
advised. 

But there are signs that point to 
more rapid improvement in the near- 
by days. The action of the South 
Penn Oil Company, in taking all the 
present production of the eastern 
fields, has brought the producing sit- 
vation in this section back to the 
normal. It has even stimulated oper- 
ators to begin field work again, but 
this wifl not be of much importance 
owing to the lack of water for drilling 
purposes. Only where locations are 
near large streams is it practicable 
to start new wells. | : 

Refiners are reporting some in- 
crease in orders, and the large mar- 
keting concerns are running almost 
normal. The Standard Oil Company 
of New York started to move its ves- 
sels the first of September, after a 
complete tie-up of exports for sev- 
eral weeks, and since that time the 
shipping situation has been cleared 
so that exports of the New York com- 
pany are now about what they were 
before the war. This applies to ship- 
ments both from the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific seaboards. Business of the New 
York company in the Far East has 
not been interfered with as the com- 
pany had large stocks of all its prod- 
ucts there. Probably the only terri- 
tory where the company is now being 
somewhat adversely affected is in 
Turkey and Greece, where business 
has been hampered by the Foreign 
Exchange situation. The Vacuum 
Oil Company is also reported funning 
normally, and the Standard of Indi- 
ana is making improvements in its 
Plants to cost $1,000,000. 

It is of less importnace to the in- 
dustrial branches of the trade, but 
nevertheless an indication of the 
passing of the dyll time, to learn from 
New York that a definite movement 
has been inaugurated looking toward 
the re-establishment of a market for 


_|territory some 2,500,000 barrels of oil. 


During the first few months after it 
came in the yield at times ran as 
high as 40,000 to 60,000 barrels, and 
even 100,000 barrels a day.

About 
750,000 barrels over and above the 
amount already sold has been treated 
in this fashion. 

Oil Production. 

It is estimated that the produc- 
tion of the oil fields of the State for 
the month just ended will appear at 
about 8,500,000 barrels—500,000 bar- 
rels less than in September——when the 
figures are issued. The retrenchment 
policy had a more pronounced effect 
on the output than during August, as 
it had not then been operative for a 
sufficient length of time. 

Companies in all sections of the 
State have been reducing the extent 
of their activities, and were it not 
for the large gushers which are still 
keeping up their flow, a much more 
pronounced decline in the output 
would appear. 

No accurate idea of the consump- 
tion for the month can be obtained.

IRELAND'S IMPORTANCE, 


Food Supply of England and In- 

creasing in Agricultural 

{London Chronicle:] Of all the 
countries of the world supplying the 
population of Great Britain with food, 
Ireland ig the chief. Take the item 


tof meat—meat of all kinds, beef, 


mutton, bacon, poultry, coming in, 
whether alive or dead. Ireland sup- 
plies between one-third and one-half 
of the total quantity of meat coming 
from all the other countries of the 
world put together. Last year the 
value of the meat entering Great 
Britain from Ireland was £23,000,000. 
The next largest suppplier of meat, 
the Argentine, is £8,000,000 below this 
figure. Ireland sends more than one- 
third of the eggs and more than one- 
sixth of the butter supplied to Great 


Britain of all the other countries 
combined. Bulking the food and 
drink stuffs of all descriptions pro- 


duced in Ireland and consumed by 
men or animals, in Great Britain, the 
value is over £30,000,000 annually; 
that is, more than Great Britain re- 
ceives from any other country. 

Then, it is certainly not realized by 
the man in the street that Ireland 
furnishes 75 per cent. of the horses 
for the British army, and that these 
are the best military horses in the 
world. Buyers from all the continen- 
tal armies have been going to Ireland 
for years; they are to be seen at all 
the fairs and shows; and they buy the 
Irish horse not merely as a remount, 
but to breed from in order to im- 
prove their own stock. 

But there is another aspect of this 
material position. We shall not have 
a true notion of the significance of 
this matter until we grasp two things. 
One is that the state of facts above 
mentioned, the agricultural wealth, 
represents recent 
and striking. The other is that that 
progress has been achieved mainly 
through the intelligent energies of 
the Irish people themeelves, set free 
from the industry-killing bondage of 
a bad land system, and guided and 
trained through native institutions of 
government, national and local, in 
which the opinion of the people is 
represented. In other words, the 
progress is at any rate an accompani- 
ment, if not In some measure a result, 
of the partial self-government the 
Irish people have in recent years been 
enjoying. A _ third factor might be 
mentioned; the advance in agricul- 
tural wealth is most marked over the 
southern and western parts of the 
country.

DREDGING PLAN. 


WELL WATER TO BE USED IN 
THE ARIZONA FIELDS. 


Company Near Tucson is Prepar- 
ing to Put Scheme to the Test on 
Rich Gravel Land—Dredger has 
Already Been Ordered and Wells 
are Being Drilled for Water. 


Wet dredging in Arizona gold fields 
sounds rather dubious to some of the 
old-timers in the mining game, but it 
is something which the Greaterville 
Dredge Gold Mining Company, oper- 
ating in the Greaterville district, for- 
ty-seven miles east of Tucson, is en- 
deavoring to do at this time. 

The company has acquired outright 
1100 acres of gravel land and is sink- 
ing several wells on the property. 
These wells are expected to provide 
sufficient water to float the dredger 
and also to wash the gravel. Or- 
ders for the dredger have also been 
placed and the machine is expected 
to handle 2000 cubic yards of mate- 
rial a day. 

According to Horace J. West, presi- 
dent and promoter of the company, 
testing of the gravel has been going 
on for more than a year and thé av- 
erage value to the cubic yard is 93 
cents, which is from two to four 
times the amount of gold secured in 
some of.the dredging districts of 
Northern California. Mr. West has 
been in the mining game in Arizona 
for a number of years and is one of 
the pioneers in the dry gold-dredging 
methods which have been only partly 
successful. 

“We have one well down to a depth 
of 1560 feet and expect to deepen it 
fifty to 150 feet more before striking 
the quantity of water needed for our 
operations,” he said yesterday. “Since

TRIGONOMETRY FOR GUNNERS. 


Indirect Firing of Artillery Based 

on Use of the Triangle and Accu- 

rate Computation of Distance. 

{New York Evening Post:] Sev- 
eral batteries of field artillery of the 
Western States have received instruc- 
tion in indirect firing at the army 
school at Ft. Sill, Oklahoma. This fir- 
ing is the same as that used by the 
artillery arms of the German, Belgian 
and French armies. Indirect firing has 
been practiced by the batteries of 
this State for some years. The French 
are given credit for the adoption of 
indirect firing, but now it has been 
adopted by all modern armies. In in- 
direct firing the artillerymen shoot at 
a target which they cannot see. They 
can shoot from the rear of a hill, 
ever the crest and hit the enemy or 
the ‘target with deadly regularity. In 
fact, artillery officers assert that 
modern field guns can be fired more 
accurately by indirect firing meth- 
ods, properly directed, than by direct 
firing, when the target is in sight of 
the artillerymen. 

Indirect firing is based on the use 
of the triangle and its application re- 
quires the officers to be skilled in the 
use of geometry and trigonometry.

A GREAT PEACE TALK. | 


Sermon by Rev. W. H. Fishburn, D. D., of West Adams Presbyterian 
Church, Los Angeles. 


Matthew, 28: “When Merod the King had heard 
these things, he was troubied.”’ 


F YOU will look in your history 
| book you will find it there set down 

that Herod died some nineteen hun- 
dred years ago. 

That is a mistake. Herod is not 
dead. He is living at this hour, his face 
wet with the same fright-sweat, his 
soul convulsed with the same deli- 
rium of terror that shook him so 
many long centuries ago. 

He is not one man, but ten, twenty 
men, fifty men. He-has multiplied and 
spread himself abroad withthe pass- 
ing of the years. He holds all the 
eastern hemisphere in his red and 
dripping hands. 

He is in Russia, he is in Austria, 
he is in Germany, he is in France, he 
is in England—but everywhere he is 
the same Herod of the tron face and 
the heart that knows no pity. ; 

This Herod in our scripture les- 
s0n Was a menace to the well-being 
of his time because he was a man of 
power entirely in love with himself. 
He thought of no one but himself. 
When he heard of the Babe that had 
been born in Bethlehem he felt his 
throne tottering and his scepter slip- 
ping away. He feared that power was 
going to be taken out of his hands 
and given into other hands. 

“Herod was troubled.” The tetrarch 
was upset, turned over, thrown about 
as the water in the sea is thrown 
about, tossed up and down; “Herod 
was troubled.” 

God touched Herod's black soul 
with His white finger, and ‘Herod was 
troubled.” He was troubled because he 
could not read the signs of the times. 
He could guess at what those signs 
portend, but he would not submit to 
God. He would outwit God. He would 
not bow his neck to destiny. 

He said to his men of war: “A Baby 
was born in Bethlehem the other day 
—go quickly to Bethlehem and kill 
every boy baby in that little country 
village.” The soldiers went to Beth- 
lehem and did as they were instruct- 
ed. They destroyed the babes. But 
God's hand was guarding the life of 
that one Babe, and before the soldiers 
reached Bethlehem the Babe of Des- 


tiny had been carried away into 
safety. 

Herod did not win in his fight 
against God—Herod was van- 
guished. That Babe grew up. 


God took care that He should grow 
up. When He reached full manhood 
they slew Him on a cross. But it 
was impossible utterly to kill ~ the 
Prince of Life. They slew Him, but 
He rose from the dead. He lives to- 
day. He walks in the world today as 
the Prince of Peace; and wherever 
Herod opens his eyes today and sees 
Jesus standing before him clothed in 
white raiment, Herod is troubled. 
Not only was the Herod in our 
scripture lesson troubled, but, it is 
written, “all Jerusalem was troubled.” 
The high priest was troubled, the 
ruler of the Sanhedrin was troubled; 
the ministering priests were troubled, 
the singing Levites were troubied; 
every ecclesiastical dignitary was 
troubled, every titled aristocrat was 


troubled. “All Jerusalem was 
troubled.” 
All Burope is troubled just now. 


Ali the civilized world is troubled. 
When we open our newspapers we are 
treubled, Morning, noon and night you 
feel the thought of this European war 
beating in..your brain like a hammer. 
Sometimes it seems to you as if the 
whole universe were sliding and fall- 
ing into chaos before your eyes. 
That is happening in Europe at this 
moment the like of which the sun 


and the moon have before 
looked down upon in all human 
time. 


Within the zone of European con- 
flict it is not alone the Czar of Rus- 
sia and the Emperor of Germany and 
the President of France and the King 
of England and the Emperor of Aus- 
tria and the ruler of Servia who are 
troubled. ‘Princes and nobles and 
grand dukes and archdukes are 
troubl too. They apprehend that 
the clock of history is a t to strike 
twelve for them and for their cher- 
ished traditions, and that a new day 
is about to dawn upon the world. 
They foresee the end of despotism, 
the end of militarism, the end of 
hereditary monarchy, the end of ti- 
tled aristocracy. They see the world 
in pangs over the birth of a new or- 
der of government wherein royalty 
will be abolished, wherein “blue” 
blood will cease to receive high 
pfaise, wherein the good “red” blood 
that works and thinks and feels will 
come into its own and will be the 
only blood that will get any honor 
in the earth. 

When we turn our faces toward 
Furope we are troubled. When we 
see millions of angered men facing 
each other with war weapons in their 
hands, when we see “the standards 
of the people plunging through the 
thunderstorm,” we troubled; 
when we see the black vultures 
swooping down out of the sky “like 
feathered thunder,” we are troubled. 
And we cannot eee: How is it 
going to end? What is going to be 
the outcome of it all? 

My people. the outcome of it will 
be for the world’s good. Do not let 
one doubt about that arise in your 
hearts. God's hand is back of ‘it all. 
You will miss all the meaning of this 
tumult if you permit yourself to be- 
lieve that the destinies of the world 
are committed to the hands of Czars 
and Emperors and fighting men. God 
is guiding all events, just as He 
guided events in Herod's time: and 
the end of it and the outcome of it 
will be salutary to all our race. 

This war burst suddenly upon the 
world. None of us were looking for 
it. When I went away for mv vaca- 
tion two months ago the dove of 
peace seemed to be hovering over 
Europe. And then, on July 28, Aus- 
tria declared war against Servia. Eu- 
rope drew one long breath, and by 
August 7 Russia, France, Belgium and 
England were in actual war with Ger- 
many. And now, five or six of the 
great world powers are joined in the 
terrible carnage. 

Our public prints have told us that 
the insane fury of a schoolboy of 18 
in an obscure town fn Bosnia, on June 
28, by the assassination of a man of 
noble birth, stirred up the anger of 
Austria; Austria lifted up her. mailed 
hand against Servia and awakened 
the rage of Russia: Russia began to 
move, and Germany was aroused; 
Germany stirred up the wrath of 
France. And then, over the passage 
through Belgium arose the anger of 
England. And thus all Europe is red 
with the flame of war. 

In our scripture lesson Herod ap- 
pealed to the ministers of religion. 
He went to the chief priests and 
scribes. He wanted to have his con- 
ecience quieted in what he was about 
to do. He knew what he was about 
to do. He knew that he was going 
to do wrong, and he wanted some one 
else besides himself upon whom he 
could tay the blame. 

Doubtless you have seen it an- 
nounced that almost every one of the 
powers engaged in the European 
struggle has appointed a day of pray- 
er wherein victory for its own arms

will be asked for tn petitions to the 
God of heaven, while the destruction 


of all opposing arms will 
treated for. 

I can imagine a prayer meeting 
down in the “bad place” wherein the 
tortured souls might petition to be 
let out; but I cannot imagine a pray- 
er, even from the lips of lost souls, 
wherein it should be set forth, while 
they wanted to get out they wanted 
others to be cast in. 

Herod, we have said, wanted to lay 
the blame for his sins upon some- 
body else, and it seems that every one 
of these warring governments is try- 
ing to prove that one or the other of 
the other governments started this 
war. Each warring party, as the New 
York Times points ut, proves to its 
own satisfaction t it is the  in- 
jured party, the vi of aggression 
by another, that it Jesires peace above 
all, but is unwillingly forced to self- 
defense. 

“Germany proves to herself that she 
longs for peace, but that ‘Russia's 
me@pilization is an act which she could 
not ignore;’ Russia longs for peace, 


be en- 


@elaying the official notice of her 
mobilization,’ so that ‘to hesitate long- 
er would have been to court disaster:’ 
France longs for peace, but finds Ger- 
many’s demands couched ‘in terms so 
harsh as to merit the recall of the 
French Ambassador.’ ” 

Who is to blame for this war? Who 
is the protagonist? The New York 
Herald tells us that the Kaiser, up to 
the very last moment, “almost went 
down on his knees to Russia” to in- 
duce her to desist from mobilization. 

According to several statements, 
French aviators and cavalry patrols 
along the border were the first to 
break the peace. 

Who is to blame for this war? May 
we not say that preparedness for war 
is to blame for it? Is not the fact 
that the destinies of vast empires are 
left in the hands of the Herods, men 
of power and pride and heartlessness, 
to blame for it? And will not it be 
better for humankind when Christian 
democracy arrives, and power is 
wrested from the hands of the few and 
is given into the hands of the many? 

We have been telling each other 
for a good many years that huge 
preparations for war were a guaran- 
tee of peace. Special pleaders in our 
national House of Representatives at 
Washington have asseverated that the 
.only way to preserve peace was to 
get ready for war. 

Have you considered what that 
means? It means that we are loudly 
declaring to all the rest of the world, 
“We are ready for you! We are bet- 
ter armed than you are. If you con- 
struct a six-inch gun we will con- 
struct a seven-inch gun; if you mount 
twelve-inch guns on your battleships 
We will mount fourteen-inch guns on 
ours; if you build a destroyer to 
steam thirty knots an hour we wil] 
build one to go thirty-five knots an 
hour.” 

May it not turn out that there shall 
be found a better way to keep the 
peace? May not disarmament, leav- 
ing a sufficient poiicing power on 
land and on the high seas, turn out 
to be a better way to keep the peace 
than the way that is now the fashion? 
Has not disarmament, at least in a 
few cases, proven to be a better safe- 
guard than. prodigious armament? 

Several of our military strategists 
have pointed us to that line that 
stretches over America from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific marking the 
boundary between the Umited States 
and Canada, a line more than 3000 
miles long, a line that is not guarded 
by forts nor by standing armies nor 
by disappearing guns, and have in- 
formed us that across that unprotected 
line not one hostile shot has been fired 
in 100 years. 

Preparation for peace begets peace, 
but preparation for war begets war. 
For nearly two-score years, 6,000,000 
of men in Europe have been wait- 
ing with muskets in their hands and 
with knapsacks packed, to rush to war 
on the first click of the telegraph. 
And the telegraph clicked! And the 
garments of Europe are rolled in 
blood. 

Europe is said to have, at this mo- 
ment, 14,000,000 men under arms at 
a cost of $60,000,000 in money for 
every twelve hours of daylight. To 
this may be added $60,000,000 more in 
blood and sweat and horror and sor- 
row and tears—$120,000,000 in every 
720 hours of daylight—enough in 
every sixty seconds to build a great 
institution for charity or to erect a 
noble church to the worship of God 
—all flung away as if it were cast into 
the fire. 


“Herod was troubled.” Why was he 
troubled? Because he knew that he 
was not right before God. Because 
he knew that his own past life had 
been a long iniquity. Because he felt 
that a greater than he was coming to 
take his throne from him and to dis- 
place him. 

The imperial men of Europe are 
troubled. They are afraid. They are 
afraid of each other; they are afraid 
of their own people; they are afraid 
of themselves; they are afraid with 
an awful fear of tomorrow and what 
tomorrow may bring forth. They see 
a portentous destiny written in the 
stars. Every crowned head in Eu- 
rope sleeps at night on a pillow 
stuffed with thorns, and nightmares 
gallop through their slumbers. 

In the sixteenth verse of our les- 
son chapter you read of Herod's rage. 
The wise men mocked him. They did 
not return to tell him what they had 
discovered. “And when Herod saw 
that he was mocked of the wise men, 
he was exceeding wroth.” And he put 
out his hand to turn aside the mani- 
fest purposes of God. He would not 
have God to upset his (Herod's) 
plans. He would beat God down. He 
presumed to lay his impotent finger 
on the spoke of God's great wheei- 
And the wheel broke him! 

The King cannot always have his 
way, and it is well he cannot. Suppose 
that Herod could have had His way, 
the Child Jesus would have been slain 
in His babyhood, and there would 
not be one ray of sunshine today play- 
ing over human. history. 

The Herods of Europe have decreed 
war, but with God belong the issues 
of battle. The kings cannot say what 
the end shall be. God will determine 
what the end shall be. 

We in the United States have done 
with hereditary kings. We have 
learned that we dare to trust one an- 
other. Gilbert K. Chesterton, the 
British essayist, said yesterday in one 
of our newspapers: “Americans are 
not entitled to an opinion on the Eu- 
ropean war because Americans do not 
understand the peoples of Europe.” 

We do not understand them, sirs. 
We have them right here among: us. 
We have “gathered the chosen of our 
seed from the hunted of every crown 
ahd creed.” 

Every people in Europe ts repre- 
sented in America. They live side by 
side in harmony and brotherly kind- 
ness. They are next door neighbors 
on our country farms and in our towny 
and villages and in our congested 
cities. 

They do not fight each other; they 
do not hate each other. They share 
their mutual joys and their mutua/ 
sorrows. Wherever the Stars and 
Stripes blows on the free wind over 
their heads they are like brothers. 
- They have learned to trust each other 
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Guernsey bull which took the blue ribbon in his class. 


and not to watch each other and to 
fear each other. And it is because we 
have seen it with our own eyes, men 
and women out of every kindred and 
nation and tongue and people dwelling 
together like brothers and sisters un- 
der one flag, without any king over 
them, or any titled aristocracy to 
wrong them and embitter them, that 
we feel that we are capable of giving 
sane and wise counsel to the battling 
factions of Europe. 

We do understand these beloved 
peoples. We understand inem better 
than Mr. Chesterton understands 
them, better than any crowned mon- 
arch in Europe understands them, be- 
cause we have seen them tried in the 
fire, we have tested them, and we 
know that it is true that God “hath 
made of one blood all nations of men 
that dwell on all the face of the 
earth,” and He made them not to sus- 
pect one another as Herod would 
teach them to do, but to love one an- 
other, to help one another, and to 
dwell together in unity. 

We Americans say it, that no em- 
pire that is propped up by bayonets 
and inflated by cannon smoke can per- 
maneutly survive; and any Goliath 
that struts out in armor plate and 
boasts of death-dealing engines and 
guncotton and lyddite shells, will be 
met some day by the flat stone out of 
the sling of the peasant boy, and will 
go down to ignominous death. 

It was left to a mere handful of 
men in Europe to say that this war 
should be fought. Were not the hun- 
dreds of thousand of boys who were to 
be slaughtered in this tragedy entitled 
to say something as to whether this 
war should be or should = not be? 
Ought not the right to speak be given 
to the men who are to be doomed to 
die? For ages upon ages the crowned 
despots have played with the lives of 
men with the same coolness and poise 
that gamesters exhibit when playing 
with the inanimete figures on a chess- 
board. 

May not we hope that imperialism 
is going now to be destroyed? That 
Kaisers and Czars and Emperors are 
going to be abolished? That military 
oligarchies are going to disappear? Is 
not the doom of autocratic govern- 
ment even now sounding? Has not 
militarism eurvived too long? Have 
not the plain people of Europe been 
kept out of their own too long? 

You and I, sirs, who are standing 
here, may see the going out of the 
last crowned head in the world before 
we taste af death! | 

There are journalists who assume 
to be able to tell us how this war is 
going to end. There are bold inter- 
preters of the signs of the times who 
assure us that this will be the last 
war that ever will shake the world. 

How do t! ey know? Have not the 
wise books been telling us for many 
years that there never ceuld be and 
\there never would be a great war 
again? When I read a book fifteen 
years ago by a Polish banker, Mr. 
Bloch, “Is War now Impossible?” in 
which he showed by mathematics that 
no great war could ever again fe 
fought, I believed him. When I read 
Count Tolstoi’s books ten years ago 
on the dying out of the war spirit, 
I believed him. When I read Mr. 
Norman Angell’s book, “The Great 
Hlusion,” four years ago, assuring us 
that the last great war had probably 
been fought, I believed him. When 
I read William Lamszus's blood-red 
book one year ago, “The Human 
Slaughter-House,” a book that is 
sickening with the smell of itodoform 
and the odor of blood, and that shows 
that war is illogical and inhuman, I 
shuddered and acquiesced. When ! 
read President Jordan's book last fall, 
“The Unseen Empire,” I indorsed 
every line of it. I believed in the soul 
of my soul that war was an anachron- 
ism, that war was over and done with, 
And then this war came and my faith 
in the logic of books was unsettled. 

How do you know that this war that 
is raging now is going to be the final 
war? And how do you know in ad- 
vance how it is going to end? 

There are many whose sympathies 
for one side or the other in this con- 
flict are very marked. There are 
many who believe they know which 
side they wish to win. I do not know 
where my own sympathies are; and I 
do not know which army ought to 
win. 

We are told on the one hand that 
if the Germans win we shall have all 
Europe submerged under a great mili- 
tary despotism; while if the allies win 
there will be a Cossack Europe with 
the Czar of all the Russias as the 
dominant man in European civiliza- 
tion. Mr. Begbie in a conversation 
with Mr. Angell thus pictures the 
war's progress: “Russia will call a 
million sixteenth century peasants 
from the fields, and Germany will 
mow them down. Another million 
takes their place. Death again. An- 
other million. And yet another mil- 
lion of these sixteenth century peas- 
ants. And when it is all over those 
who are left will go back to their 
fields. . . . Happy the Russian 
peasant who will go back to his six- 
teenth century and his field, telling 
the time by the sun's shadows.” 

My sympathies are everywhere. I 
have no hate for the sixteenth cen- 
tury Russian peasant boy, the low- 
browed, uninstructed lad; patient, ox- 
like. He is my brother. I have no 
hate for the French boy, who is 
fizhting tn the trenches in water to 


his waist. He is my brother. IT have 


no hate for the valiant English boy, 
who faces the guns that are spurting 
death. He is my brother. IF have no 
hate for the German boy, who be- 
lieves in his soul that he is turning 
back destruction from his beloved 
Fatherland. He is my brother. The 
horror of it is that they are brothers, 
who are struggling, and the Father 
is looking on! 

And the Father cares how it turns 
out. He is more concerned than you 
are. He cares more for how it will 
end than you do. They are His chil- 
dren who are locked in the death- 
grapple. 

Hope as you please; give your) sym- 
pathy to which armed host | you 
please; the God who is looking on will 
decide the issues and His decision will 
be just. The end of it may be some- 
thing that no living man can fore- 
cast. The guess of the man in the 
street is as likely to be right as the 
guess of the man in the pulpit. But 
of this be assured, my people, God is 
looking on, and God will decide what 
the end shall be. 

The real conquerors at last will be 
those who are most skilled, not in 
the arts of war but in the arts of 


peace. A few years ago I saw in 
Philadelphia a great painting and 
large, in which the artist had at- 


‘tempted to portray the glory of war. 
The title of the painting was “The 
Conquerors.” 

In the foreground war g:nerals 
were coming towards you, some on 
horses, some in battle chariots, and 
}you could almost hear the rumbling 
of rolling wheels and the champing 
of iron bits. The characters in the 
picture were unnamed, but you 
looked not long until their names 
dawned upon you. 


There in the front rank, I said to 
myself, were Alexander of Macedon, 
Julius Caesar of Rome, Hannibal of 
Carthage, Cyrus of Persia, Semiramis 
of Nineveh, Attila of Hungary, Well- 


ington of England, Bonaparte of 
France. 


Standing there and looking long at 
the vast procession coming towards 
me, rank on rank, I thought I could 
see Leonidas with set teeth; Charle- 
magne with his long scowl, Philip 
the Second with foam on his li , 
William the Conqueror in brazen hel 
mee Genghis Khan with scarlet 
sword. 


On either side of the riders, prone 
on the ground as far back as the eye 
could penetrate,- I saw the long 
swaths of the dead piled in heaps, 
with the chariot wheels rolling over 
them. Above the dead hovered a 
brooding cloud; above the mounted 
genera danced an aurora of golden 

re. | 


Those were the conquerors. They 
were masters of the art of destruc- 
tion, and that made them great. 

I thought while I stood there, and 
I have often thought since, of an- 
other picture that might be painted 
of the conquerors. But in my imag- 
inary picture my conquerors were 
helpers of men, not slayers of men. 

Here I placed Faust and Gutten- 
berg with their little printing press; 
Watt and Stevenson, with their rude 
locomotive; Galileo with his tele- 
scope, Humphrey Davy with his 
safety lamp. 

Here I placed Howe with his sew- 
ing machine, Morse with his telegraph 
instrument, Franklin with his kite, 
Fielée with his submarine cable, Whit- 
ney with his cotton gin. e 

Here were Edison and Tesla and 
Marconi pouring out blessings of in- 
vention. Here were Pasteur and Koch 
and Kelvin and Ehrlich and Metchni- 
koff and Roentgen and Morton and 
Lister with their hands full of heal- 
ing for their kind. 

To myself I called that a- fairer 
picture of the conquerors, for these 
men were builders, and all around 
them was the music of commerce and 
of the arts of peace. 

And then I dared to think of a 
third picture of the conquerors, and 
this was the picture: In the center 
of it stood the shining cross of One 
who had been crucified, and beside it 
stood the Christ. Near to Him stood 
James and John, Peter and Paul, 
Stephen and Philip—men who count- 
ed not their life dear unto them- 
selves. 

Here were the blessed martyrs, a 
host I could not count, with eyes 
turned heavenward and ecstasy upon 
their faces. Here were the reform- 
ers, stalwart men who spoke out 
when it was perilous to speak out. 
Huss and Cranmer, Savonarola and 
Luther, Zwinglius and Knox, Wryclif 
and Jerome. Here were missionaries, 
men who had looked in the faces of 
wild men—Saint Patrick and Saint 
Augustine; Carey and Livingstone, 
Adoniram Judson and Chinese Gor- 
don, Hudson Taylor and Father Da- 
mien——men who. went up to victory 
out of great tribulation. - 

That was my last picture of the 
conquerors, and all around them 
stood an innumerable company with 
songs on their lips and faces that 
gazed into a blessed hereafter on the 
other side of the stars. 

This gospel of Jesus is destined to 
be the conqueror. The gospel of hate 
will continue to stamp its hard hoof 
.on our planet until the gospel of 
Christ shall have subdued and mas- 
tered human ancer ard shall have

It costs nearly half as 
much to deliver a ton of coal from 
the railroad tracks to the consumer in 
the business district of the city as it 
costs to ship the coal 400 miles by 
rail.

Over Poor Roads of Los Angeles to 
San Francisco Course in Excelicnt 
Time is Feat of Driver of Roadster — 
Who Staged Severe Drive for Pur- 
pose of Closing Big Deal. 


What probably is the fastest trip to 
San Francisco made for several years 
was completed last week when Ralph 
J. Kemp drove his Pdlge roadster 
from Los Angeles to the Bay City In

HE house illustrated herewith has — 


by a wide doorway with the living room, with its lat- 


tieed porch and big fireplace, 


The bedrooms are of excellent shape and command 
the best outlook. They are adequately supplied with 
closets and convenient bathrooms. There are no dark 
corners in ‘this house of many windows. Ventilation, 
light, and airy space in all rooms is the first requisite. 

There is-a large bedroom for the owner, with a pri- 
vate bathroom and a particularly large closet, beside 
which there are two other bedrooms with an extra 
bathroom conveniently located. It should be noted 
that all these rooms face the east and the rising sun. 
The easement windows at the south end of the owner’s 
room open to the floor, leading out onto the roof of 
the poreh. The eeiling height on this floor is 8 feet in 
the clear. 

In the third floor, or attic, there is one servant's 
room, besides which there will be ample room for the 
storage of trunks and the numerous and sundry artieles 
so extraordinarily susceptible of accumulation in the 


average household. Or, at some future time another - 


room and bath may here be finished at small cost. 
As there is a cellar under the entire house there will 
be ample room for the heater, coal bins, vegetable and 
store rooms. The entrance from the outside is at the 
garden, by the kitehen poreh. | 


HERE is a grave dignity about the 
exterior trim and finish that ought 
to attract you. An endless array 
of e¢olor schemes, all admirably 
suited, cannot fail to suggest them- 
selves. Could you not make a 
charming place of the living room 
by picking out slightly with gold 
leaf, the creamy white wainscoting 
and trim? The simple but distine- 
tive fireplace with its large gold 
framed mirror, the admirable spac- 
ing, and the well proportioned 
doors and deep windows would lend themselves excel- 
lently well to interior furnishing of a most superior 
sort. Dull gold fibre wall covering. or silk fabrie of 
a faded rose, a cool sage, or a neutral buff or silver 
grey, would all help make the room a. beautiful one. 
Utter simplicity or even a degree of elegance in fur- 
nishings would alike have their place in such an in- 
terior. The Spartan severity of early colonial days, 

the quaint sweet primness of the Adam period or the 

less usual but equally beautiful French style would suit 
quite as well the thoughtfully arranged rooms of this 
effective house. 

Other things being equal,size is the chief factor'in de- 
termining the probable cost of a house. I have there- 
fore limited the area of the floor plan to slightly more 
than one thousand square feet, for the building is forty- 
eight feet long and twenty-one feet wide. <A house of 
this shape is in some ways preferable to one of a more 
square plan, particularly as it affords the maximum 
of light and air in all parts of the house. The longi- 
tudinal axis should run about north and south, so that 
the living room and porch will face the south, as well 
as east and west; the dining room facing the east and 
an ample lawn; the kitchen facing. the north; the main 
entrance being on the west. ; 

It seems scarcely necessary to remind the reader that 
the cost of material and labor varies more or less with 
the particular section of the country where the house 
is to be built, but in this case the estimate of cost has 
been based on prices current in the vicinity of New 


York City, where they probably exceed those in almost» 


any other section of the United States, not too remote. 
The eubieal contents of the building allow for an aver- 


‘age cost of twenty cents per cubic foot, or, an average 


eost of six dollars and forty cents per square foot. 


Considerable economy in building and some ad- | 


vantages in construction may be obtained by the ar- 
rangement of the plan whereby most of the room 
partitions may be carried up direetly from the first to 
tue third floor. 

The foundation walls shall be made of eement con- 
erete, twelve inches thick, without footings if the soil 
is suitable; or, if of local rubble stone, they should be 
not less than sixteen-inches thick. The area walls will 
be six inches thick, reinforeed with '5-ineh iron bars,

and eapped with 3-inch by 2-inch steel angles. firmly 
fastened, and provided with iron gratings, one of 
which should be hinged to allow for putting in eoal. 
The entire cellar floor will be of cement. , 
The framework of the building will be what is com- 
monly known as a “balloon frame.” The sill, which 
should be well creosoted and securely fastened to the 
foundation with iron rods, shall be 4 inches by 6 
inches. The studding for the outer walls should be 
2 inches by 4 inches, and covered with North Caro- 
lina pine, hemlock, or other inexpensive wood, laid 
diagonally, to firmly brace the structure. , 
The wood rafters shall. be covered with 1l-inch by 
2-inch shingle lath, laid some distance apart, to suit 
the shingles which may be of first quality unstained 
eedar. This will prove to be a more durable roof 


than when the shingles are laid over board!ng, as they 


will the more readily be kept dry. It will be well 
also to use zine nails instead of the usual galvanized 
nails. 

The roofs of the porches should be covered with 
matched boarding, heavy felt paper, and heavy ecan- 
vas, tightly stretched and well painted. 

All ef the window frames and blinds, all trellises. 
and the main cornice, which is simple, and small, may 
be of eypress. The sash of white pine, 1°%4 inches 
thiek, with muntins % inch wide, and filled with 
best double thick American. glass. 

After the outer walls are sheathed in, they shall be 
covered with two thicknesses of good building paper, 
and “Clinton” V-stiffened with lath, galvanized, or 
“Herringbone” expanded metal lath, seeurely fast 
ened with galvanized staples. 

The building is now ready for the exterior plaster- 
ing or stueeo., This will be three coat work, the first 
and second coats of lime mortar gauged with cement. 
using suflicient hair in the first and second coat to 
bind the mass together. Particular care should be 
taken with the finish coat which should be at least 
1, ineh thick and composed of sharp white sand and 
white cement, with a small quantity of lime putty 
added to make the mortar work easily, and rather 
coarsely stippled. It will be well to mix some water- 
proofing compound with this finish coat. 

The slight lines around the windows will be simply 

projections of 14 of an inch, the string course at the 
second floor window sills will projeet about *4 inch 
and the arehiteetural treatment of rustieation and 
moulding around the front entranee will be formed 
in the stucco, 
_ The entrance platform and doorstep, also the plat- 
form on the east at the casement doors leading out of 
the dining reom, should be of cement. The floor of 
the kitehen porch, and the floor of the main poreh, 
lined off as shown on the plan, shall also be of 
cement. 


HE rain water leaders should not 
be over 3 inches in diameter, 
and together with the hold-fast, 
and gutters will be of galvanized 
iron, all well painted. The metal 
covering for the hips and ridge of 
the roof, and the aprons under 
the dormer windows should be of 
zine metal. All flashines of tin 
well painted on both sides. 

The chimneys will be built of 
common hard brick, with terra 
: cotta flue-linings as a preeaution 

against fire. The chimney pots shall be of cement 
reinforced with wire mesh, and cast at the building. 

The exposed portions of the chimneys will be stue- 

coed to match the walls of the house. There will be 

a vent flue from the kitehen. : 

Inside, after all of the rough plumbing pipes, heat 


pipes, and electric conduits have been installed, and 


properly proved, the studding will he covered with 
spruce or pine lath, and plastered with three eoats 
of lime mertar, the last coat to be the usual hard 
white finish, excepting between the top of the dado 
cap and the picture moulding in the main rooms, 
which may have a sand finish. There will be a small 
moulded plaster corniee in the entrance hall, living

This fireplace is the special feature of 
the room. Its generous proportions and quaint stone 
hearth, carried out to the end of the settles, give it all 
the comfortable seclusion of an English inn.

HE upper floor, over half the house, 
consists of gallery, owner’s room, a 
bathroom, maid’s room, and a bunk- 
room. The bunkroom is fitted up 
with two built-in bunks, so dear to 
the heart of growing youth. In 
this room, under the eaves, is also 
space enough to store trunks. The 
owner’s room commands the south- 
ern and western views and has two 
closets. The maid’s room is com- 
pact and airy. All these rooms 


? are open to the rafters, and are 
thus cooler than if ceiled. As the house is not plas- 
tered the well-known method of sealing with wide 
boards battened at the joints with strips of lattice has 
been employed. This gives the effect of paneling and 
admits of a variety of treatments all equally good. 
The doors may be of a cheap stock pattern, or made 
on the spot by the carpenter in construction. The in- 


terior finish in the living room eontinues as high as the — 


gallery line, and is there terminated by a plate rail or 
shelf running around the three sides of the room. The 
windows, all of the casement type, particularly suited 
to the bungalow, or*half bungalow, are arranged where 
possible in groups of two or three, and so situated as 
to provide the freest circulation of air. 

There are ample sleeping accommodations for seven 
persons, and the large living room with its couches or 


' Gloucester, hammocks could easily shelter more in an 


emergency.- A corner of the piazza, screened with 


eanvas or latticed, would make an ideal out-of-doors | 


sleeping room, and here too, the ever desirable couch 
hammock could play its part again. This same corner, 
so shielded from the prevailing winds, would form a 
cozy nook for daytime lounging or meals served out 
of doors. As the porch is almost flush with the turf, 
no rail is necessary or even desirable. The living room 
serves also for a dining room, at the end near the 
kitchen door. Here are groups of casement and long 
Freneh windows that open out on the piazza. The 
kitchen arrangements are compact and convenient, 
especially planned to save steps. The kitehen porch 
is latticed, and has space for the icebox. <A cool pan- 
try opening from the kitchen also is built out here, and 
incorporated at the sides of the porch are coal and 
rubbish boxes with hinged lids. The sink and work 
table are well placed to get air and light, and the tops 
of the set tubs next to the sink furnish, when not in 
use, extra table space. 

The living room is furnished with a hanging closet 
under the gallery stairs, and the settles each side of the 
fireplace make adequate woodboxes. The dresser is 
constructed with three drawers, ample shelves, and a 
lower cupboard. The first floor bedroom has a roomy 
closet, and the bathroom is well provided with shelf 
space, 

In the gallery a locker under the window at the head 
of the stairs could be used for the storing of linen, and 
all the bedrooms on this tioor are -well equipped with 
hanging room. 

There are no thresholds except at the outside doors. 
The stairs are so arranged that one may pass up or 


down them from the bedrooms or service quarters 
without being unduly in evidence from the living 


room, 


Low built-in shelves near the entrance door will 
hold innumerable books and excellent storing space 
may be obtained by constructing a locker bench with 
long shallow drawers, under the windows on the left 
side of the living room as you enter the front door. 

The plumbing is grouped, for eeonomy’s sake, in 
one section of the house, and the fixtures, though of 
the best make, are the simplest and least expensive 
patterns obtainable. A septic tank will take eare of 
the sewage and an appropriation of $84.00 has been 
set aside towards this end. The water supply must 
of course depend upon location, and, if town or city 
water is not available, there are several well-known 
and good methods of securing a water system. 

As for the exterior, special attention has been paid 
to the matter of low lines and homelike appearance. 
The outside walls are of first quality siding, stained 
like the interior a weather grey, with a wood pre- 
servative. Cream white paint is used on the trim, 
about the windows, on the window sash and the porch 
posts. 
and rubbed down to a dark grey color. White lead 
used as a filler, rubbed in and out of the grain before 
the dark stain is applied will give a pleasing effect. 
The roof shingles are left to weather. In a setting 
of green shrubbery, vines and a bit of a garden, this 
little house will soon acquire a charming atmosphere 
of its own, and if placed close to the sea, or on the 
border of a lake or the edge of a river, will prove to 
be a true vacation bungalow. 

Nowadays one hardly ever thinks of a house with-_ 
out its setting. The making of a garden spot about 
a house has become quite as important as the build- 
ing of the house itself. If one is occupying this out- 
of-town house for seven months of the year, or even 
five or six, wonders may be accomplished annually, 
and the bungalow may have a verdant and blossomy 
setting that in itself may well have a delight and a 
fascination. If beach grass grows to the very door, 
do not be discouraged; what is lovelier than the wav- 
ing grey-green of this tall supple sand covering? 
Pale creamy sand dunes topped with this wind-bent 
growth, makes an excellent foundation for the land-. 
scape scheme. Great patches of the creeping dusty 
miller that takes the color of the sand shoals m sun-. 
light, ean be cultivated. The addition of a slight top | 
soil about the house proper on the slope back from the 
sea will give foothold to many hardy plants and 
shrubs. Dark dwarf cedars of queer Japanesy 
vrowth love the sea and the sandy soil. Feathery 
asparagus, which, in its early stage has more to re- 
commend it than the mere beauty of its later develop- 
ment, will grow almost on the very beach itself. Nor 
think that you ean’t have trees, sturdy specimens of 
many varieties will furnish shade if planted slightly 
in the lea of a dune or gentle slope. It is the re- 
morseless winter sea winds that chiefly keep our ex- 
posed sandy coast untimbered. Once a bit of growth 
i#established, be it only serub oak and beach plum, 
such growth in turn will furnish sufficient shelter for 
any number of your favorites.

Emperor William of Germany, then 
prince regent of Prussia, the queen 
of Holland, the king of Bavaria and 
Alexander II of Russia, also had fre- 
quent sittings with him. The last 
named, in particular, was so over- 
whelmed by what he saw and heard 
that, like Napoleon, he accepted 
Home’s claims at their face value. In 
doing so, however, he was only true 
to the traditions of the royal house of 
Russia, for almost all the czars from 
the time of Ivan the Terrible have had 
in them a streak of occultism, fre- 
quently to their subjects’ woe. Had 
it not been for this the sorely needed 
reformation of the governmental and 
economic systems of Russia might 
have been accomplished a hundred 
years ago, when Alexander I insti-

The ceiling of the poreh should also have 
a sand finish. 

An underflooring should be laid 
throughout the first and second floors. 
of matched soft wood %& inch thick. The 
boards should not be over 6 inches in 
width and laid diagonally. 

A quarter sawed “rift” Georgia pine 
flooring should be laid throughout the 
first floor, but in the second and third 
floors a first quality of similar pine floor- 
ing may be used, laid over a good quality 
deadening felt. All floors stained, filled, 
shellaced, and waxed, excepting in the 
kitchen, and adjoining rooms, where 
they, may be simply oiled. 

he bathroom floors should be of vitri- 
fied tile, a glazed sanitary cove tile base 
at the walls, tile plinths at the doors, 
and white marble saddles. The walls may 
be of Keenes’ cement, or of decorators’ 
canvas applied to the plaster, to a height 
of four feet, and painted with enamel 
paint. The house should be heated with 
a single warm air heater, the registers 
in the main rooms on the first floor to 
have bronze faces. set in the floor. Else- 
where they may be of white enamel! and 
set in the walls, and all to be of plain 
lattice pattern. 

In the kitchen there will be a single 
oven portable range, set on a hearth of 
cement. <A sixty-gallon circulating hot- 
water boiler should be cemented to the 
water-back with copper or brass pipe, 
which should have no joints in it to pre- 
vent the proper and easy. flow and return 
of water. There should be a hose-bibb 
at each end of the building, for the con- 
venient connection of garden hose. 


AS TO the plumbing fixtures, which are 
all indicated on the plans, the bath- 
tubs and wash basins may be of enam- 
eled iron, with nickel plated fittings. The 
kitchen sink will be of galvanized iron, 
and the pantry sink of planished copper. 
with a carpenter's drain board. The dis- 
posal of the sewage will of course de- 
pend upon the conditions, as to whether 
a cesspool must be used, or connection 
can be made with a street sewer. 

Basswood or similar inexpensive wood 
may be used for all the interior wood- 
work, excepting in the service portion 
where cypress may be used. The main 
rooms on the first floor should have a 
moulded door and window trim, not over 
8% inches wide. There will be a sim- 
ple wood panel over the doors, as shown 
on the drawing of the living room, and 
a moulded narrow dado cap and base. 

e mantels should be of cement, ex- 
cepting the shelfs which may be of wood, 
and the hearths may be of hard red brick 
laid in gement. 

The door and window trim in all other 
rooms may be perfectly plain. A picture 
mould will be used in all the principal 
rooms, and in the bedrooms should be 
about 2 inches below the ceiling. All of 
the interior wood finish should be painted 
with three coats of paint, excepting in 
the kitchen where it may be stained and 
varnished. The treads of the main stair- 
way should be of oak, stained, filled and 
shellaced. Outside the house, all sash. 
cornices, trellises, blinds and other wood 
work should be painted white, the blinds 
to be of a slightly darker or greyer tone. 
All casement sash should be hung on 
solid brass hinges, and have adjustable 
fasteners at the sill, top and bottom 
bolts, and convenient fasteners at the 
meeting rails.- All blinds will have bolts, 
hold-fasfs and adjustable fasteners at 
the sill. The architect will of course 
be ready and willing to explain more 
clearly, if necessary, any questions 
which may arise in the minds of any 
prospective builders.

frames, columns, etc., would be of painted 
wood, white pine if possible; but as 
strictly clear white pine costs at the 
present dime as much as mahogany, it 
is more likely to be of cypress, or per- 
haps fir. For the roof either shingles 
stained a soft gray brown or a varie- 
gated thick slate would be appropriate ; 
red tile would not be so good because 
it is difficult to harmonize its color 
with brick. If tile were used at all it 
should be the shape of the English shingle 
tile and of a green, brown or bluish gray 
color. The outside blinds would not be 
of the ordinary type with movable slats 
or louvres; these are only an invitation 
to trouble, since when they are loose 
they rattle, and their well-known ten- 
dency to stick often lets light in and 
keeps air out. The material of piazza 
floors would be varied again with the 
necessity of economy. They might be 
of concrete with a white border and a 
red field marked off in squares, or of a 
smooth surfaced dark red brick laid in 
patterns, or of quarry tile with stone, 
artificial stone, or marble borders. 
Wooden floors are hardly to be recom- 
mended, except for the service porch, 
since they are too close to the ground to 
keep from rotting out, and it is extremely 
pleasant to have the porch floor low 
enough so that one can walk directly 
off the porch on to the lawn or into 
the without decending steps. 


THE interior would be trimmed with 
white wood, painted white, and while 
ne goer idea seems to be that all 
w work should be enameled, three 
coats of paint with the last coat flatted 
is in many ‘cases preferable, and if 
enamel is to be used, it should be rubbed 
with pumice and water until it has little 
gloss left. The details of the trim in 
the dining room and hall are sufficiently 
indicated by the little drawings of 
these two rooms. If it be necessary to 
economize, the wainscots could be of 
painted plaster with wooden moldings 
applied directly to them, but if there be 
money enough, wainscots would be bet- 
ter, of course, in painted wood. 

Again where building is reasonable. 
the floors would preferably be of oak 
or even of parquetry, but where economy 
is necessary, the floors would be of hard 
yellow pine stained very dark and 
waxed —a floor durable, beautiful and 
cheap. The bathrooms should in any 
case have tiled floors, but tile wainscots 
would perhaps not be possible except in 
certain cases, and the variation in 
plumbing fixtures would follow the vari- 
ation in the cost of the remainder of the 
building. 

My aim has been to design a house 
within the means of the great number 
of people’ who appreciate the desirabil- 
ity of a larger initial outldy for a per- 
manent building than would be neces- 
sary for a frame structure, and who re- 
quire accommodations for a small fam- 
ily and for a few guests. The current 
tendency in the best American design is 
towards simplicity and freedom from 
freakishness and over ornamentation.

or true country site; a dignified expres-. 
sion of financial and social success and 
rmanency. It combines all the remote 
oveliness of the old southern homes one 
sees in the sleepy shady towns below 
the “Line,” with a certain good modern 
touch that will not fail of its charm.
